I  BOWLED  a  151  the  other  day. 
Not  bad  for  a  novice. 

But  why  babble  about 
bowling  when,  by  the  time  you 
read  this,  war  may  already  have 
broken  out?  Because  writing  about 
war  frightens  me.  My  intellect,  my 
heart,  my  soul  can’t  encompass 
anything  so  complex,  so  ominous. 
I’d  rather  write  about  bowling. 

'  I  went  bowling  Sunday  after  a 
ritual  and  demonstration  hosted  by 
pagans  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  As 
Regina  Kelly  writes  on  page  19, 
the  Bay  Area  is  full  of  witches, 
many  of  whom  are  active  in  local 
politics. 

The  ritual  helped  me  deal  a  little 
better  with  the  prospect  of  war,  but 
I  still  couldn’t  handle  the  enormity 
of  it  all.  Rolling  a  heavy  ball  at  a 
bunch  of  pins  —  that  I  could 
handle. 

Some  of  us  don’t  have  the 
luxury  of  going  bowling.  Take  our 
members  of  Congress.  I’m  sure 
lots  of  them  would  rather  have 
been  bowling  Saturday  than 
standing  before  an  entire  nation, 
voting  on  whether  to  go  to  war  — 
that  is,  whether  to  send  other, 
younger  people  to  war. 

Some  of  them  did  the  coura¬ 
geous  thing.  Most  of  the  California 
Democrats — including,  locally, 
Nancy  Pelosi,  George  Miller, 
Barbara  Boxer,  Ronald  Dellums, 
Norman  Mineta,  Pete  Stark  and 
Don  Edwards — voted  for  time  to 
let  sanctions  work  and  against 
immediate  military  action.  That’s 
better  than  a  perfect  game,  and 
they  deserve  a  round  of  applause. 

I  thought  about  this  as  I 
watched  police  chase  demonstra¬ 
tors  from  Van  Ness  this  morning, 
knowing  I  had  to  write  this 
column.  What  more  could  I  say  but 
that  war  makes  widows  and 
orphans  of  us  all?  That  there  is  no 
need  for  tens  of  thousands  of 
people  to  die  in  a  battle  over 
Kuwait?  What  could  I  say  that 
wasn’t  trite  and  obvious? 

But  I’m  a  journalist.  It’s  my  job 
to  say  something.  So  I  and  the  rest 
of  the  staff  will  be  here — and  in 
the  streets  —  for  the  duration, 
hammering  away  at  Bush’s  wall  of 
propaganda. 

Next  issue,  we  may  be  at  war, 
and  then  I’ll  have  lots  to  say.  But 
right  now,  I’m  too  sad  to  pontifi¬ 
cate.

Run,  Dick,  run 


RUMORS  OF  a  movement  to  draft  Rich¬ 
ard  Hongisto  for  this  year’s  mayoral  race 
became  more  than  rumors  last  week. 
Petitions  and  cards  are  being  circulated  urging 
Hongisto  to  run,  and  representatives  of  neigh¬ 
borhood,  African  American,  and  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  groups  have  asked  the  former  supervisor 
to  enter  the  race. 

Hongisto  is  in  a  difficult  position.  He  was 
elected  assessor  in  a  November  runoff  and  has 
only  been  on  the  job  a  week.  If  he  were  to  de¬ 
clare  another  candidacy  so  soon,  he  would  appear 
to  be  a  political  opportunist  And  running  for 
mayor  would  most  likely  involve  a  nasty,  bitter 
campaign  against  incumbent  Art  Agnos. 

But  the  Draft  Hongisto  movement  is  not 
the  product  of  one  man’s  political  ambitions 
— Hongisto  has  been  looking  forward  to  being 
assessor.  Instead,  it  is  a  grassroots  effort  based 
on  dissatisfaction  with  Agnos’  performance. 
The  Bay  Guardian  supports  that  effort. 

Hongisto  and  Agnos  are  friends  who  began 
their  political  careers  sharing  many  of  the  same 
views.  Over  the  years,  however,  only  their 
words  have  remained  similar  — their  actions 
have  diverged  sharply.  Of  the  two,  it  is  Agnos 
who  has  changed  the  most. 

Agnos  was  elected  with  an  outpouring  of 
support  from  the  city’s  neighborhood  groups, 
renters,  and  minority  communities,  who  gave 
him  a  mandate  to  bring  about  progressive 
change.  In  return,  he  has  paid  only  lip  service 
to  many  of  his  campaign  promises  while  ap¬ 
peasing  the  downtown  business  community. 
On  key  issues,  ranging  from  rent  control  on 
vacant  apartments  to  the  extension  of  benefits 
to  domestic  partners  of  city  employees,  Agnos 
has  failed  to  invest  his  political  clout  in  serious, 
meaningful  reform. 

Hongisto,  meanwhile,  has  remained  true  to 
his  ideals.  He  led  the  fight  against  home -porting 
the  batdeship  USS  Missouri  in  San  Francisco, 
while  Agnos  used  his  office  to  lobby  the  Navy 
to  station  more  ships  in  the  Bay.  Agnos  pushed 
for  a  downtown  stadium,  putting  the  city  at 


financial  risk  at  a  time  when  money  is  needed 
for  AIDS  care.  Hongisto  opposed  the  ballpark 
and  has  been  the  single  most  important  city 
official  in  the  battle  to  find  money  for  AIDS. 

Agnos  presented  the  city  with  a  Mission 
Bay  development  agreement  that  he  said  was 
the  best  deal  he  could  get.  But  when  the  pack¬ 
age  reached  the  supervisors,  Hongisto  intro¬ 
duced  several  amendments  that  significantly 
improved  the  agreement.  When  Frank  Jordan 
retired  as  police  chief,  leaving  behind  a  scan¬ 
dalous  record  of  police  violence  that  went 
unchecked  and  unpunished,  Agnos  appointed 
Willis  Casey,  Jordan’s  right-hand  man,  to  fill 
the  post.  Hongisto  had  asked  Agnos  to  consider 
known  reformers  from  outside  the  department. 

Most  recently,  Agnos  stood  quietly  by  while 
City  Attorney  Louise  Renne  proposed  a  secretly 
negotiated  settlement  of  a  civil  rights  lawsuit 
against  the  Olympic  Club  that  would  have  sold 
the  club  17.3  acres  of  city  land.  Hongisto  led  a 
successful  effort  to  scuttle  the  deal  and  fought 
to  get  Renne  to  release  two  confidential  ap¬ 
praisals  of  the  land. 

One  of  the  few  policy  areas  where  Hongisto 
has  failed  to  distinguish  himself  from  Agnos 
is  vacancy  control.  Agnos  has  weakly  sup¬ 
ported  a  weak  vacancy  control  package,  while 
Hongisto  has  enjoyed  a  certain  forced  neutrality 
because,  as  an  owner  of  rental  property,  he  has 
a  conflict  of  interest.  If  Hongisto  wants  to  be¬ 
come  mayor,  he  must  declare  his  unequivocal 
support  for  meaningful  vacancy  control. 

It’s  too  early  to  endorse  any  one  candidate, 
but  Hongisto  would  offer  an  important  alter¬ 
native  to  Agnos.  His  candidacy  might  force 
Tom  Hsieh  out  of  the  race,  and  it  would  cer¬ 
tainly  force  Agnos  to  pay  attention  to  the  people 
who  elected  him.  If  he  wins,  San  Francisco 
would  have  a  progressive  mayor  focused  on 
the  city,  not  on  Sacramento  or  Washington.  If 
he  loses,  he  would  remain  in  the  Assessor’s 
Office,  where  he  has  promised  to  carry  out 
much-needed  reforms.  Either  way,  the  city 
would  benefit  from  a  Hongisto  candidacy. 


March  for  peace,  again  and  again 


LAST  WEEK,  George  Bush  received  con¬ 
gressional  support  for  his  military  strategy 
in  the  Persian  Gulf,  as  one  member  of 
Congress  after  another  capitulated  to  pleas  for 
a  united  front.  The  mainstream  media  are  in¬ 
creasingly  marching  in  line,  too.  Even  the  Ex¬ 
aminer,  whose  excellent  coverage  of  the  Gulf 
crisis  had  set  it  apart  from  other  newspapers, 
wondered  in  a  Jaa  1 3  editorial  which  was  right, 
the  peace  movement’s  call  for  negotiations  or 
the  president’s  call  for  war. 

Yes,  Saddam  Hussein  is  a  madman  whose 
forces  must  leave  Kuwait,  but  in  rushing  to 
war,  our  leaders  and  opinion-makers  have  lost 
sight  of  the  tremendous  risks  Bush  is  taking 
—  tens  of  thousands  of  casualties  and  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  an  Arab-Israeli  war  —  which  far 
exceed  the  benefits  of  a  quick  victory  (see  Bay 
Guardian,  1/9/91). 

The  consensus-makers  have  argued  men¬ 
daciously  that  sanctions  aren’t  working.  Yet 
sanctions  are  already  having  an  impact  A  recent 
peace  delegation  to  Iraq  reported  that  the  price 
of  flour  has  gone  up  5,000  percent  and  that 
bread  is  rarely  available.  Moreover,  an  analy¬ 
sis  of  1 15  cases  in  which  sanctions  were  used, 
beginning  with  World  War  I,  showed  that  they 


helped  achieve  policy  goals  34  percent  of  the 
time.  Researchers  Gary  C.  Hufbauer  and 
Kimberly  A.  Elliott,  who  summarized  their 
analysis  in  the  Jan.  14  New  York  Times,  also 
asserted  that  the  likelihood  of  success  with  Iraq 
would  be  much  greater,  because  of  the  “un¬ 
precedented  cooperation  among  the  sanction¬ 
ing  countries  and  the  comprehensiveness  of 
the  embargo.” 

It  is  now  up  to  the  peace  movement  to  break 
the  stranglehold  of  consensus  politics.  Last 
Saturday’s  spontaneous  march,  starting  with  a 
few  hundred  people  in  the  Castro  and  growing 
to  about 4,000 by  the  time  it  reached  the  Haight, 
was  an  inspirational  sign  of  things  to  come.  It 
seems  unlikely  that  marches  and  rallies  will 
restrain  Bush  but,  if  there  is  war  and  the  dead 
and  wounded  start  coming  home,  a  crack  will 
open  in  Bush’s  armor  of  consensus.  Now’s  the 
time  to  prepare  to  exploit  that  crack. 

Over  the  next  few  weeks,  activists  have 
planned  dozens  of  marches  and  activities,  with 
the  biggest  demonstration  set  for  Jan.  26, 
starting  at  10  am  at  the  foot  of  Market  Street. 
Their  success  in  showing  Bush  and  the  world 
that  there  is  widespread  dissent  depends  on  all 
of  us  being  there.

The  city  attorney’s  agenda 

The  Guardian  has  raised  a  significant  issue  in 
discussing  the  city  attorney’s  refusal  to  provide 
her  own  client  —  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors — with  critical  information  regard¬ 
ing  the  Olympic  Club  settlement. 

It  is  a  sad  fact  that  the  San  Francisco  City 
Attorney’s  Office  routinely  makes  major  policy 
decisions  without  any  input  from  its  clients.  Of¬ 
ten  the  only  time  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
learns  about  decisions  the  city  attorney  is  mak¬ 
ing,  in  its  name,  is  when  a  financial  settlement  is 
involved,  since  board  approval  is  required.  Oth¬ 
erwise,  the  City  Attorney’s  Office  will  adopt  and 
implement  city  policies  without  even  informing 
its  client.  An  attorney  in  private  practice  who 
routinely  ac  ted  without  the  client’s  consent  would 
be  disbarred. 

The  amazing  part  is  that  major  policy  deci¬ 
sions  regarding  critical  San  Francisco  laws,  such 
as  the  city’s  rent  ordinance,  are  made  by  deputy 
city  attorneys  whose  political  views  differ  sharply 
from  our  elected  representatives’.  By  keeping 
the  supervisors  in  the  dark,  the  City  Attorney’s 
Office  pursues  its  own  agenda,  which  is  often  in 
conflict  with  the  will  of  the  people. 

The  board’s  willingness  to  closely  examine 
the  details  of  the  Olympic  Club  settlement  is  a 
hopeful  sign.  The  board  should  now  adopt  a 
policy  requiring  the  city  attorney  to  obtain  board 
approval  before  adopting  or  implementing  in¬ 
terpretations  of  city  ordinances.  This  mechanism 
is  essential  to  prevent  the  City  Attorney ’s  Office 
from  continuing  to  implement  public  policy  un¬ 
der  the  guise  of  “statutory  interpretation.”

Iraq’s  and  Israel’s  occupations 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  two  mobilizations  against 
a  war  in  the  Gulf  scheduled  for  San  Francisco  on 
Jan.  19  and  26  have  ignored  the  linkage  between 
Iraq’s  occupation  of  Kuwait  and  Israel’s  occu¬ 
pation  of  the  Palestinian  West  Bank  and  Gaza. 
This  linkage  was  advocated,  unsuccessfully,  by 
Cuba  and  Yemen  in  the  U.N.  Security  Council 
and  is  now  being  advanced  by  France  and  other 
members  of  the  European  Community,  much  to 
the  distress  of  the  Bush  administration  and  Israel ’s 
friends  in  Congress. 


Addressing  these  issues  concurrently  with  the 
other  occupations  of  the  region  —  Israel’s  de 
facto  annexation  of  a  strip  of  Southern  Lebanon 
and  formal  annexation  of  the  Syrian  Golan 
Heights  and  Syria’s  own  military  presence  in 
Lebanon  —  were  first  raised  by  Iraq  as  a  means 
for  resolving  the  present  Gulf  crisis  without  re¬ 
sorting  to  war. 

The  National  Campaign  for  Peace  in  the 
Middle  East,  which  is  mobilizing  for  the  Jan.  26 
demonstration  in  Washington,  on  the  other  hand, 
understood  the  importance  of  making  the  links 
and  has  included  a  statement  in  its  call,  “oppos¬ 
ing  all  military  occupations  and  interventions” 
and  supporting  “an  international  conference  to 
resolve  all  the  conflicts  in  the  region.” 

Similar  phrases  were  included  in  resolutions 
passed  by  the  central  labor  councils  of  Alameda, 
San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara  and  San  Benito  counties 
in  October  and  November  and  in  an  ecumenical 
statement  issued  by  Bay  Area  religious  leaders 
for  a  mass  and  vigil  on  Jan.  6  that  drew  6,000 
people.  Moreover,  according  to  a  Gallup  report 
in  the  Jan.  9  Chronicle,  the  U.S.  public  has  shown 
“strong  approval  for  other  possible  compromises 
to  avoid  war,  including  finking  the  Palestinian 
problem  to  the  Persian  Gulf  resolution.” 

In  refusing  to  accept  the  concept  of  linkage, 
it  is  apparent  that  the  Bush  administration  is  ready 
to  have  U.S .  troops  fight  a  war  in  defense  of  one 
occupation  (Israel’s)  in  the  name  of  eradicating 
another  (Iraq’s).  But  what  interests  do  the  San 
Francisco  version  of  the  Jan.  26  mobilization 
and  the  Jan.  19  coalition  have  in  pursuing  the 
same  policy?

AS  TF1E  Post  Office  gets  ready  to  raise 
the  price  of  stamps,  it’s  also  proposing 
to  its  employees  a  “vision  for  the  future” 
that  includes  wage  cuts  and  the  hiring  of 
lower-paid  part-time  workers. 

With  negotiations  deadlocked  since 
the  previous  contract  expired  Nov.  20, 
the  U.S.  Postal  Service  and  its  two 
largest  unions,  representing  more  than 
5,500  workers  in  San  Francisco,  will  go 
to  binding  arbitration,  with  a  ruling 
expected  in  the  spring. 

Richard  Becker,  a  letter-carrier  for 
10  years  and  now  vice  president  of  the 
Golden  Gate  Branch  of  the  National 
Association  of  Letter  Carriers  (NALC), 
said  he  hadn’t  really  expected  to  get  the 
wage  increases  the  union  asked  for,  but 
he  hadn’t  expected  to  see  actual 
cutbacks. 

Becker  added  that  the  proposed  • 
cutbacks  come  at  a  time  when  deliver¬ 
ing  mail  is  more  difficult  than  in  past 
years,  because  of  the  greater  volume  of 
mail  and  because  of  automation,  which 
gives  carriers  less  time  sorting  and  more 
time  delivering. 

“It’s  a  harder  job  when  there’s  more 
street  time,”  Becker  said.  “It  means 
carrying  a  heavy  load  for  eight  hours  a 
day  instead  of  six.” 

But  David  Charters,  senior  assistant 
postmaster  general  for  human  re¬ 
sources,  told  the  Bay  Guardian  in  a 
phone  interview  from  Washington, 

D.C.,  that  cost-cutting  is  necessary 
because  the  Postal  Service  no  longer 
receives  federal  subsidies.  Charters 
added  that  the  Postal  Service  has  tried  to 
balance  its  budget  by  eliminating  3,000 
supervisors  in  the  past  two  years  and  by 
raising  postal  rates. 

The  Post  Office  has  proposed  to  the 
NALC  and  the  American  Postal 
Workers  Union  that  wages  of  new 
employees  —  currently  $  10  to  $  12  an 
hour  —  be  lowered  by  about  $2  to  $3 . 
Management  also  wants  to  replace  the 
traditional  2  percent  annual  wage 
increase  with  a  cash  bonus  and  to 
reduce  cost-of-living  adjustments. 

In  addition,  under  management’s 
proposed  contract,  30  percent  of  the 
work  force  would  be  short-term 
employees  who  would  work  no  more 
than  20  hours  a  week,  with  no  benefits 
or  protection  against  layoffs,  and  who 
would  earn  about  $7  an  hour  in  San 
Francisco.  Past  contracts  limited  these 
part-timers  to  5  percent  of  the  work 
force. 

Union  officials  fear  the  proposal 
would  create  different  pay  scales. 

“One  of  the  big  concessions  that 
labor  has  undergone  in  the  ’70s  and  ’80s 
is  the  imposition  of  the  two-tier  and 
three-tier  wage  system,”  said  Dave 
Welsh,  executive  vice  president  of 


NALC’s  Golden  Gate  Branch.  “Then, 
as  the  present  work  force  gets  older,  the 
new  labor  force  makes  less  money  and 
the  wages  that  unions  have  battled  for 
erode  away.  Up  to  now,  the  Post  Office 
has  been  insulated  from  this.” 

Peter  Donohue,  director  of  San 
Francisco  State  University’s  Labor 
Studies  Program,  agreed  that  the 
increased  use  of  temporary  employees 
and  “take-back”  contracts,  which  leave 
workers  with  fewer  benefits  and  lower 
pay,  have  been  the  pattern  in  1980s 
labor-management  relations. 

But  he  added  that  the  Postal  Service 
management  style  is  especially  archaic: 
“The  postal  management  is  very 
authoritative.  It  hasn’t  been  known  as 
progressive  management  even  among 
management  circles.  The  Postal  Service 
has  never  been  comfortable  with  unions 
and  never  made  much  of  an  effort  to  get 
along.” 

In  fact,  Donohue  said  Postal  Service 
management  has  the  reputation  of  being 
“so  damn  backward”  that  “it  creates  a 
very  hostile  labor  force.”

Rights  groups 
charge  FBI 
harasses  Arab 
Americans 

THE  FBI’S  INTERROGATION  of 
members  of  the  Arab  American 
community  about  possible  terrorist 
attacks  in  the  wake  of  the  Persian  Gulf 
crisis  has  enraged  human  rights  and 
minorities  groups,  city  officials,  and 
congressional  representatives,  speakers 
said  at  a  press  conference  last  Friday  on 
the  steps  of  the  Federal  Building  in  San 
Francisco. 

Reminiscent  of  the  harassment 
suffered  by  Japanese  Americans  during 
World  War  II,  the  FBI  last  week 
interviewed  hundreds  of  citizens  of 
Middle  Eastern  descent  throughout  the 
nation,  asking  them  to  identify  possible 
threats  to  the  United  States  within  their 
communities  should  war  erupt  in  the 
Persian  Gulf,  the  speakers  said. 

“If  there  is  any  lesson  that  we  should 
have  learned  from  the  tragic  experience 
of  the  Japanese  Americans  in  the 
Second  World  War,  it  is  that  there  is  no 
place  in  society,  particularly  for  a 
federal  agency  such  as  the  FBI ...  to 
single  out  any  group  solely  for  their 
ethnicity,  race  or  nationality,”  said 
Michael  Yaki,  reading  a  statement  on 
behalf  of  Rep.  Nancy  Pelosi  (D-SF). 

In  a  statement  released  to  the  media, 
the  FBI  said  the  interviews  were  also 
conducted  to  warn  of  a  potential 
“backlash  against  elements  in  the 
Middle  Eastern  population  of  the 
United  States  in  the  event  of  war.” 

But  civil  rights  groups  consider  the 
interviews  a  violation  of  individual 
rights.  May  Jaber,  chair  of  San 
Francisco’s  Human  Rights  Commission 
and  an  Arab  American,  said:  “We  know

that  especially  in  times  of  crisis  such  as 
now,  racism  rears  its  frightening  head. 
People  of  color  face  terrorism  every 
day.  It  is  unconscionable  that  the  federal 
government  should  be  perpetuating  the 
racism  we  are  attempting  to  eradicate.” 

The  Human  Rights  Commission  and 
the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  are 
considering  legal  action  in  response  to 
the  FBI  action. 

As  if  investigation  by  the  FBI 
weren’t  enough  to  fear,  Arab  Americans 
also  worry  about  the  rise  of  hate  crimes, 
or  crimes  of  violence  motivated  by 
prejudice.  Ron  Dudum,  cochair  of  the 
Intergroup  Clearing  House,  which  is 
working  with  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  and  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  to  eliminate  hate 
crimes,  said  violence  against  Arab 
Americans  has  increased  recently 
throughout  the  nation  and  in  the  Bay 
Area.  Dudum ,  an  Arab  American ,  cited 
the  severe  beating  of  an  Arab  American 
who  was  delivering  pizza  on  Haight 
Street 

The  Police  Department  set  up  a  Hate 
Crimes  Unit  last  month  and  a  hate- 
crime  hotline,  553-1 133.

SF  LAWYER 
SUES  TO  REFORM 

Air  Force 

JUSTICE  SYSTEM 

A  SAN  FRANCISCO  lawyer  and 
longtime  critic  of  the  military  justice 
system  is  suing  a  powerful  judge  for 
impeding  his  cases  and  harassing  him  in 
court. 

Robert  Rivkin,  a  civilian  who 
defends  military  personnel  in  courts- 
martial  and  in  conscientious  objector 
cases  —  his  clients  include  Marine 
reservist  Erik  Larsen,  the  first  person  in 
the  Bay  Area  to  claim  CO  status  in 
Operation  Desert  Shield — filed  suit 
last  month  against  Air  Force  Col . 
Kenneth  Randall  in  Sacramento’s  U.S. 
District  Court.  The  suit,  backed  by  the 
New  York-based  Center  for  Constitu¬ 
tional  Rights,  seeks  to  prevent  the  judge 
from  presiding  over  Rivkin’s  cases  and, 
ultimately,  to  reform  the  Air  Force 
judicial  system. 

According  to  legal  documents,  from 
1985  to  1988  Rivkin  gained  a  reputation 
as  a  highly  effective  and  unorthodox 
litigator  after  winning  a  series  of 
acquittals  in  courts-martial.  Since  then, 
the  suit  charges,  Randall  has  removed 
judges  from  Rivkin’s  cases  so  that  he 
could  personally  handle  them. 

During  these  trials,  according  to 
Rivkin,  Randall  made  biased  rulings 
against  his  clients,  repeatedly  made 
defamatory  statements  about  his 
professional  conduct,  calling  him 
“bumbling”  and  “unprepared,”  unfairly 
threatened  him  with  contempt  charges, 
and  issued  an  unconstitutional  gag 
order. 


Although  Rivkin  lost  two  of  the  three 
cases  over  which  Randall  presided,  he 
overturned  the  convictions  on  appeal.  In 
August,  Rivkin’s  attorney  Louis  Hiken 
went  before  the  Air  Force  Court  of 
Military  Review  with  17  examples  of  the 
judge’s  alleged  misconduct  But  the 
appellate  panel  found  that  the  judge  had 
acted  properly. 

After  several  attempts  through 
administrative  channels  to  get  the  judge 
removed  from  his  cases,  Rivkin  said  he 
had  no  alternative  but  to  pursue  the 
highly  unusual  action  in  federal  court. 

Randall,  chief  judge  in  the  5  th 
J udicial  District  of  the  Air  Force  Court 
Judiciary  —  which  covers  California  and 
six  Western  states  —  has  been  unavail¬ 
able  for  an  interview.  His  attorney, 
Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Joyce 
Vermeersch,  refused  to  comment  when 
contacted  by  the  Bay  Guardian. 

Rivkin,  49,  author  of  two  books 
informing  GIs  of  their  rights,  said  he  was 
“radicalized”  through  his  exposure  to  the 
“lawlessness  and  brutality”  of  basic 
training  while  serving  in  the  Army  in 
1967.  The  next  year  he  launched  a  20- 
year  career  as  a  military  defense  lawyer, 
challenging  a  system  he  said  is  “structur¬ 
ally  defective”  and  encourages  the 
corruption  of  power. 

Rivkin’s  suit,  which  will  be  heard  in 
court  Jan.  25,  seeks  to  reform  the  system 
by  installing  a  lottery  method  of  judge 
selection,  as  is  customary  in  all  other 
courts.  “The  entire  justice  system  is 
based  on  a  basic  tenet;  the  fairness  of 
who’s  judging,”  said  Hiken.  “Why 
should  the  Air  Force  be  different?”

Soviets  join 
protest 
at  Nevada 
Test  Site 

LAS  VEGAS.  NEVADA 
WHEN  2,500  protesters  assembled  here 
Jan.4  and  5  to  demonstrate  against  the 
Nevada  Test  Site,  probably  the  last  thing 
they  expected  was  a  lecture  on  democ¬ 
racy  from  their  Soviet  counterparts. 

The  protest  and  a  meeting  on  “Unit¬ 
ing  Nations  for  a  Nuclear  Test  Ban”  were 
timed  to  influence  a  United  Nations 
convention  in  New  York  that  considered 
amending  the  1963  Limited  Test  Ban 
Treaty  to  end  underground  nuclear 
testing  worldwide. 

Some  118  countries,  including  the 
Soviet  Union,  have  pledged  to  support  a 
Comprehensive  Test  Ban  Treaty.  But  the 
U.S.  and  British  governments  have  said 
they  will  veto  the  amendment  Both 
countries  test  nuclear  weapons  at  the 
Nevada  Test  Site,  65  miles  north  of  Las 
Vegas. 

The  sublime  mixed  with  the  surreal  as 
activists  gathered  at  the  Sahara  casino  in 
Las  Vegas  to  prepare  for  the  demonstra¬ 
tion  and  discuss  strategies.  While  some

participants  linked  hands  around  the 
nearby  Department  of  Energy  head¬ 
quarters  in  an  effort  to  levitate  the 
building,  Olzhas  Suleimenov,  founder 
of  a  Soviet  antinuclear  movement  and  a 
member  of  the  Congress  of  People’s 
Deputies  of  the  Supreme  Soviet, 
lectured  Americans  on  making  democ¬ 
racy  work  for  their  movement. 

A  writer  and  poet,  Suleimenov 
founded  the  Nevada-Semipalatinsk 
Movement  in  1989.  The  movement  was 
sparked  by  a  botched  Soviet  test  that 
released  radiation  near  Semipalatinsk,  a 
city  of  320,000  in  the  republic  of 
Kazakhstan.  When  powerful  miners 
unions  downwind  joined  massive 
public  protests  and  threatened  to  strike, 
the  Soviet  government  shut  down  the 
test  site. 

An  important  difference  between  the 
American  and  Soviet  antinuclear 
movements,  Suleimenov  said,  is  that  the 
Semipalatinsk  movement  was  based  in 
the  region.  At  the  “shutdown  strategies” 
meeting  at  which  he  spoke,  only  one 
member  of  the  audience  was  from 
Nevada. 

Suleimenov  acknowledged  that  it 
might  be  “quite  difficult  to  ask  that 
casino  workers  go  on  strike,”  but  said 
the  movement  could  not  succeed  if  it 
remained  fragmented  and  out  of  touch 
with  the  region. 

Greenpeace  leaders,  who  had 
convened  the  meeting,  promised  the 
“largest  mobilization  at  a  test  site 
anywhere.”  But  the  2,500  protesters  and 
750  arrests  did  not  approach  the  5,000 
demonstrators  that  gathered  at  the  site  in 
1987,  when  2,000  were  arrested.  The 
Soviets  pointed  out  that  more  than 
8,000  people  had  gathered  at  the 
Semipalatinsk  demonstrations. 


“It’s  amazing  the  Kazakhs  stopped  it 
and  we  can ’t,”  said  Cassandra 
Cromwell,  21 ,  a  college  student  from 
Salem,  Ore. 

“They  do  more  and  go  further,”  said 
her  friend  Dierdre  Atkinson.  “We  go  to 
rallies,  which  is  nice,  and  dance  to 
drums,  which  is  fun,  but  Americans 
don’t  take  enough  risks.  We  don’t 
understand  the  risks.  Until  a  community 
understands  what’s  at  risk,  I  don’t  think 
they’ll  act” 

Some  protesters  sat  down  to  block 
the  gate  to  the  site.  They  were  promptly 
handcuffed  and  escorted  to  a  holding 
pen  by  waiting  policemen.  Others 
jumped  the  fence  and  fanned  out  aeross 
the  sand.  They  were  chased  down  by 
desert-camouflaged  officers  in  dune 
buggies. 

“Everything  here  is  sort  of  sym¬ 
bolic,”  commented  Anvar  Mustafin,  a 
Kazakhstan  filmmaker,  as  he  watched 
the  arrests.  “In  Semipalatinsk,  we 
didn’t  have  symbolic  protests  and  we 
didn’t  have  symbolic  policemen.  They 
carried  machine  guns. 

“There  it  was  not  a  question  of 
symbolism,  it  was  a  question  of  life  and 
death.  We  understood  that  either  we 
close  down  the  test  site  or  lie  down  and 
die.” 

Dr.  Maira  Zhangelova,  a  researcher 
at  the  Semipalatinsk  medical  institute, 
enumerated  the  diseases  that  have 
ravaged  the  population  of  2.5  million 
around  the  Soviet  site,  including  genetic 
birth  defects,  leukemia,  brain  tumors 
and  other  cancers. 

Because  of  the  Kazakhstan  protests, 
the  Soviet  government  last  year  moved 
its  testing  to  Novaya  Zemlya,  a  pair  of 
uninhabited  islands  in  the  Arctic,  where 
the  Soviet  military  exploded  its  first  test 
of  1990.

Still  charged  up 
in  Chicago 

One  city  has  spent  more  than  $1  million  to  study  whether  it 
should  municipalize  its  local  utility — and  doesn't  regret  a  cent

ON  JAN.  28,  when  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  once  again 
debates  whether  the  city 
should  study  the  costs  and 
benefits  of  municipalizing 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric’s  electrical 
distribution  system  in  San  Francisco, 
the  board  may  use  the  experience  of 
Chicago  as  a  guide. 

Chicago’s  effort  to  buy  out  Com¬ 
monwealth  Edison  and  municipalize 
its  electric  distribution  system  has 
spanned  four  years,  occupied  three 
mayors,  and  cost  more  than  $  1  million 
in  studies  and  consulting  fees.  Despite 
this ,  city  officials  say  the  benefits  from 
municipalization  more  than  justify  the 
time  and  money  they’ve  already  in¬ 
vested  —  and  the  additional  time  and 
money  they  expect  to  invest  before 
the  issue  is  settled. 

Chicago’s  experience  since  1987 
bears  some  strong  similarities  to  events 
beginning  to  unfold  in  San  Francisco, 
where  public  power  is  required  by  the 
City  Charter,  the  1912  Raker  Act  — 
which  permitted  the  city  to  build  a 
hydroelectric  dam  in  Hetch  Hetchy 
Valley — and  by  aU.S.  SupremeCourt 
decision  interpreting  the  act. 

A  resolution  now  before  the  board, 
authored  by  Supervisor  Terence 
Hallinan,  would  call  on  the  mayor  to 
include  money  for  a  feasibility  study 
in  next  year’s  city  budget.  The  study 
proposed  by  Hallinan  would  build  on 
a  long-buried  study  that  was  conducted 
for  Mayor  Art  Agnos  by  graduate  stu¬ 
dents  at  UC  Berkeley  and  uncovered 
by  the  Bay  Guardian.  The  UC  Berke¬ 
ley  study  predicted  that  municipaliza¬ 
tion  could  produce  savings  to 
ratepayers  or  new  city  revenues  as  high 
as  $500  million  over  30  years. 

A  Jan.  4  report  by  the  board’s  bud¬ 
get  analyst,  Harvey  Rose,  states  that  a 
preliminary  study  of  whether  a  buyout 
of  PG&E  would  be  financially  feasible 
could  be  done  for  $75 ,000  to  $ 1 50,000. 

But  the  Rose  report  notes  that  even 
the  study  called  for  by  Hallinan  would 
be  only  a  preliminary  study  that 
“should  provide  sufficient  j  ustification 
to  either  proceed  with  a  detailed  fea¬ 
sibility  study  or  discontinue  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  economic  benefits  of 
municipalization  altogether.” 

A  detailed  study  could  cost 
$600,000  to  $900,000,  said  the  report, 
and,  based  on  the  experience  of  Chi¬ 
cago  and  New  Orleans,  the  only  major 
cities  among  the  dozens  of  communi¬ 
ties  that  have  seriously  investigated 
shifting  to  public  power  in  recent 
years,  there  would  be  additional  costs. 
But  the  Rose  report  did  not  go  into 
why  those  cities  spent  additional 
money  or  whether  the  investment  was 
justified. 

In  New  Orleans,  the  city  spent$6.7 
million,  but  went  far  beyond  a  study 
of  the  feasibility  of  a  buyout.  That  city 
conducted  lengthy  negotiations  with 
the  local  utility  in  an  attempt  to  achieve 


a  “friendly  buyout.”  It  also  hired  bond 
counsel  and  put  together  a  $870  mil¬ 
lion  bond  package  before  the  City 
Council  voted  down  municipalization. 

Chicago’s  situation  is  also  differ¬ 
ent  from  San  Francisco’s  in  some 
ways.  The  franchise  agreement  with 
Commonwealth  Edison  is  expiring  in 
Chicago,  for  example,  while  San 
Francisco  has  set  PG&E’s  franchise 
rights  and  franchise  fees  in  perpetuity. 
But  when  it  comes  to  examining  the 
cost  of  a  big  city  investigating  the 
drawbacks  and  benefits  of  a  hostile 
takeover  of  the  local  investor-owned 
utility,  Chicago  is  clearly  the  better 
comparison. 

Iliat  city  has  spent  more  than  $  1 .2 
million  on  studies  of  municipalization 
to  date  —  $75,000  in  1987  for  a  pre¬ 
liminary  feasibility  study,  $360,000 for 
a  consultant  to  perform  a  cost/benefit 
analysis  of  public  versus  private 
power,  and  $800)000  in  consultant  and 
legal  fees. 

According  to  Jessica  Feldman, 
executive  director  of  the  Chicago 
mayor ’s  electricity  working  group,  the 
initial  study  clearly  showed  that  mu¬ 
nicipalization  warranted  further  in¬ 
vestigation.  Additional  studies  by 
economists,  engineering  firms,  and 
utility  consultants  since  1988,  she  said, 
showed  that  “rate  savings  would  be 
enough  to  make  acquisition  a  consid¬ 
erable  alternative.” 

Feldman  would  not  say  exactly 
how  much  the  savings  would  be,  but 
the  results  of  a  preliminary  study  were 
astounding:  Chicago  electricity  con¬ 
sumers  could  save  as  much  as  $18 
billion  over  the  next  20  years. 

CHICAGO’S  INVESTIGA¬ 
TION  of  public  power  be¬ 
gan  in  1987,  with  its  fran¬ 
chise  agreement  with 
Commonwealth  Edison 
due  to  expire  at  the  end  of  1990. 
Commonwealth  Edison’s  rates  at  the 
time  were  the  third-highest  electric 
rates  of  the  20  largest  U.S.  cities. 

(PG&E’s  own  survey  in  1988 
showed  that,  in  most  categories,  the 
San  Francisco-based  utility  ranked 
among  the  five  most  expensive  utili¬ 
ties  in  the  nation’s  25  largest  cities. 
And  that  was  before  a  rash  of  PG&E 
rate  increases  were  approved  by  the 
California  Public  Utilities  Commis¬ 
sion  in  the  past  year.) 

The  preliminary  feasibility  study, 
conducted  by  R.W.  Beck  and  Associ¬ 
ates  for  $75 ,000,  not  only  found  that  a 
municipal  utility  could  offer  lower 
rates,  it  asserted  that  Commonwealth 
Edison ’s  high  rates  were  damaging  the 
city’s  economy.  The  utility’s  prices, 
the  report  noted,  “are  a  deterrent  to 
new  investment.” 

A  joint  venture  of  Inland  Steel  and 
Nippon  Steel  of  Japan  that  would  have 
created  thousands*qf  jobs  in  the  city 
collapsed,  the  report  noted,  primarily 
because  the  two  firms  agreed  that  the 
city’s  energy  costs  were  too  high. 
Meanwhile,  Commonwealth  Edi¬ 


son  initiated  a  public  relations  cam¬ 
paign  to  combat  any  city  moves  toward 
acquisition.  “Itputthe  fear  of  the  lights 
not  working  into  everyone,  should  the 
city  acquire  the  utilities,”  Feldman 
said.  “And  that  campaign  was  bearing 
fruit.” 

Feldman  said  public  opinion  was 
initially  “very  much  against  the  idea 
of  municipalization”  and  that  the  city’s 
case  wasn’t  helped  by  its  refusal  to 
conduct  its  own  campaign  and  argue 
its  position  in  the  press. 

Lois  Rosen,  director  of  the  Labor 
Coalition  on  Public  Utilities  in  Chi¬ 
cago,  told  the  Bay  Guardian:  “Com¬ 
monwealth  Edison  had  a  tremendous 
public  relations  campaign  to  discredit 
the  city.  They  dwelt  very  heavily  on 
the  theme  that  the  city  is  corrupt.” 

John  Hogan,  the  utility’s  director 
of  communications,  told  the  Bay 
Guardian  the  utility  spent  $36,000  on 
fliers  and  brochures  aimed  at  coun¬ 
tering  the  city’s  municipalization  ef¬ 
fort 

Also  in  1987,  Rep.  Dan  Rosten- 
kowski  (D-Chicago),  the  powerful 
chair  of  the  U.S.  House  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  and  a  personal 
friend  of  Commonwealth  Edison’s 
chair,  pushed  through  language  that 
made  it  impossible  for  cities  like  Chi¬ 
cago  or  San  Francisco  to  use  tax  ex¬ 
empt  bonds  to  purchase  local  utilities, 
a  move  that  greatly  increased  the  costs 
of  financing  municipalization  efforts. 

Despite  the  campaign,  financing 
difficulties,  and  the  lack  of  public 
support,  the  city  issued  formal  notices 
to  Commonwealth  Edison  on  Dec.  28, 
1989,  stating  its  right  and  intent  to 
acquire  Commonwealth  Edison’s 
holdings  in  Chicago. 

Last  July,  a  series  of  power  outages 
began  to  turn  public  opinion  in  favor 
of  municipalization.  Three  outages, 
affecting  40,000  customers,  all  re¬ 
ceived  “enormous  publicity,”  Hogan 
said. 

“This  summer  saw  a  dramatic 
change  in  public  opinion,”  Feldman 
said.  “Newspaper  started  reporting 
outages,  and  the  whole  metropolitan 
area  got  the  idea  that  the  power  com¬ 
pany  wasn’t  all  that  reliable.” 

Chicago,  which  was  always  more 
interested  in  lowering  rates  than  in 
running  its  own  utility,  has  negotiated 
a  one-year  extension  of  the  franchise 
agreement.  Feldman  said  she  doesn’t 
expect  any  further  negotiations  to  take 
place  between  the  city  and  Common¬ 
wealth  Edison  until  after  the  general 
election  in  April. 

Meanwhile,  public-power  advo¬ 
cates  say  they  hope  to  place  a  referen¬ 
dum  on  the  April  ballot  to  decide 
whether  the  city  should  acquire  the 
utility. 

Feldman  said  the  city  is  prepared 
to  spend  more  money  on  studies  and 
consultants  before  it  decides  which  is 
the  best  alternative,  buying  out  Com¬ 
monwealth  Edison  or  renewing  the 
utility’s  franchise  agreement  The  ex¬ 
pense,  she  said,  is  worth  it  ■

Pacifists  are  putting  their  bodies  between  two  hostile  forces 
in  an  effort  to  stop  a  Gulf  war

BAGHDAD 
HE  FIRST  casualties  in  a  Gulf 
war  could  include  several 
dozen  peace  activists  now 
encamped  in  Iraq  about  two 
kilometers  from  the  Saudi 
Arabia  border. 

Calling  themselves  the  Gulf  Peace 
Team,  the  activists  have  placed  them¬ 
selves  in  a  likely  line  of  fire  between 
Saudi  Arabia  and  Iraq.  By  risking  their 
lives,  they  hope  to  stop  a  war  from 
starting  or  at  least  add  moral  weight 
to  worldwide  appeals  for  peace. 

From  the  vantage  point  of  peace 
delegates  now  streaming  into  Bagh¬ 
dad,  the  small  band  of  desert  campers 
are  eccentrics.  “I  don’tknow  what  they 
plan  to  accomplish  by 
sitting  there,”  a  U.S. 
peace  delegate  mused. 

“They’ve  got  to  be 
crazy.” 

Yet  interviews  with 
a  number  of  campers 
highlight  the  deeply 
personal  and  even 
spiritual  nature  of  their 
individual  commit¬ 
ments.  Such  nonpo¬ 
litical  sentiments  are 
characteristic  of  the  ad 
hoc  peace  activities 
now  springing  up  in 
response  to  the  current 
crisis. 

Like  most  of  the 
peace  activists  here, 

William  Johnson,  a 
truck  driver  from  Iowa, 
paid  his  own  way  to 
Baghdad.  His  purpose 
was  to  engage  in 
people-to-people  di¬ 
plomacy  with  the  Iraqis. 

On  Christmas  Eve,  Johnson  was 
with  the  first  group  that,  with  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Iraqi  government, 
pitched  tents  at  the  site  of  an  ancient 
way  station  for  Muslim  pilgrims  to 
Mecca.  The  camp  provides  open-sided 
corrugated  metal  sheds  and  running 
water.  While  Johnson  is  now  back  in 
Baghdad,  most  of  the  original  group 
has  stayed  put,  waiting  for  reinforce¬ 
ments. 

Betty  Duffield,  an  80-year-old  New 
Zealander,  is  a  Quaker  and  lifelong 
pacifist.  She  made  her  way  to  Baghdad 
on  her  own  and  will  soon  travel  the 
450  kilometers  to  the  desert  camp. 
“I’ve  had  a  long  life,  and  I  believe  it’s 
the  older  people  who  should  now  risk 


their  lives  to  try  to  stop  the  war,”  she 
said. 

An  Army  nurse  in  Egypt  during 
World  War  II,  Duffield  dreamed  of 
Quakers  from  all  over  the  world  trav¬ 
eling  to  the  Middle  East  to  stop  the 
war.  When  she  read  about  the  peace 
camp  in  a  local  newspaper,  she  made 
the  decision  to  join  it.  She’s  not  sure 
whether  she’ll  ever  make  it  back  home. 
“It’s  an  adventure,”  she  said  wearily. 

Pat  Collins,  a  48-year-old  New 
Zealand  housewife  who  has  never 
been  involved  in  peace  activities  be¬ 
fore,  left  her  husband  and  four  grown 
children  to  come  to  the  peace  camp. 
“I  felt  so  helpless  sitting  at  home 
watching  TV,”  she  explained.  “I 
couldn’t  let  the  war  happen  without 
doing  what  I  could  to  stop  it.” 


Collins  said  she  hopes  that  the  camp 
will  call  the  world’s  attention  to  the 
possibility  of  peace.  “The  military 
presence  shouts  war,  and  we’re 
shouting  peace,”  she  said.  But  if  war 
breaks  out,  she’ll  try  to  leave. 

Inga  Barthel,  a  36-year-old  German 
physician,  intends  to  stay  at  the  camp, 
war  or  no  war,  until  peace  breaks  out. 
She  is  convinced  a  Gulf  war  would 
precipitate  an  irreversible  environ¬ 
mental  crisis. 

Well  aware  that  she  may  end  up 
being  a  martyr  for  peace  —  the  camp 
is  a  short  distance  from  an  Iraqi  mili¬ 
tary  outpost  —  she^aid,  “I  want  my 
presence  to  hinder  the  war  or,  by  dy¬ 
ing,  to  inspire  people  to  quench  the 


war.”  As  a  practicing  Buddhist,  she 
said,  her  action  can  affect  the  world’s 
consciousness  about  the  need  for 
peace. 

S  he  has  brought  enough  packets  of 
dried  fruit  and  sesame  seeds  to  last 
her  a  month.  Beyond  that,  she  pre¬ 
dicted,  she’ll  get  by  somehow. 

John  Steel,  one  of  the  camp’s 
founders,  is  a  76-year-old  retired 
teacher  from  Essex,  England,  and  a 
10-year  activist  with  the  British-based 
Campaign  for  Nuclear  Disarmament. 
“Most  of  us  regard  ourselves  as  inde¬ 
pendent  and  neutral,”  he  said.  “Our 
aim  is  a  nonviolent,  peaceful  presence 
in  between  the  opposing  forces.”  Steel 
said  the  Gulf  Peace  Team  hopes  to  gain 
permission  from  the  Saudis  to  open  a 
similar  camp  on  the  Saudi  side  of  the 
border.  Thus  far,  the 
Saudis  have  not  re¬ 
sponded  to  their  pro¬ 
posal. 

Steel  organized  the 
camp  with  the.  help  of 
young  British  Mus¬ 
lims  working  with 
Yusef  Islam,  formerly 
known  as  the  pop 
singer  Cat  Stevens. 
Hasan  Kilgour,  37, 
decided  to  go  to  the 
camp  while  working 
at  Yusef  Islam ’s  office 
during  the  holiday 
vacations.  His  posi¬ 
tion  on  the  Gulf  situa¬ 
tion,  unlike  Steel’s,  is 
pro-Iraq. 

“This  is  a  holy  war 
for  Islam ,”  he  said.  He 
is  on  his  way  back  to 
Britain  to  try  to  recruit 
more  Muslims  to 
come  to  the  camp,  and 
he  said  he  believes  that 
thousands  may  join  the  small  group 
in  the  coming  weeks. 

Despite  the  religious  and  political 
differences  of  the  peace  campers, 
Franceso  Tullio,  an  Italian  physician, 
said  the  atmosphere  there  is  close-knit 
and  positive.  With  the  specter  of  war 
and  personal  danger  hanging  over  the 
camp,  the  activists  simply  carry  out 
their  day-to-day  routine.  For  the  time 
being,  that  means  praying,  playing 
cards,  sunbathing,  chasing  wild  dogs 
away,  and  playing  soccer  with  the  Iraqi 
army. 

So  far  the  Iraqis  have  won,  10-7.  ■

Tricks  of  the  Trade

’  VE  ALWAYS  wanted  to  write 
a  column  that  starts  like  this: 

Sometime  in  the  next  12 
months  /’  m  going  to  lie  to  you. 
You  may  never  know  it;  chances 
are,  you  won't.  You’ll  believe  what  I 
tell  you,  the  same  way  you  believed 
what  I  told  you  in  my  last  column,  and 
the  one  before  that. 

But  this  time,  you’ll  be  making  a 
mistake.  One  of  my  columns  will  be  a 
total  fake.  /’  ll  make  the  whole  thing  up. 

So  from  now  on,  don’t  believe  any¬ 
thing  1  tell  you.  Not  even  this. 

I’m  kidding,  of  course.  No  respon¬ 
sible  journalist  would  ever  do  a  thing 
that  crazy.  Journalists  live  or  die  by 
their  credibility.  If  I  said  I  was  making 
it  up,  even  once,  nobody  would  ever 
take  me  seriously  again. 

But  you  know,  if  you  talk  to  enough 
veteran  reporters,  especially  daily 
newspaper  reporters,  late  at  night,  af¬ 
ter  the  politicians  and  the  public  have 
gone  to  bed  and  there’s  robody  else 
around,  you  might  hear  one  of  the  best- 
kept  secrets  in  modem  civilization: 
Sometimes,  they  make  it  up. 

Not  the  whole  story,  generally  — 
that’s  too  complicated,  and  it’s  too  easy 
to  get  caught.  They  make  up  bits  and 
pieces.  Sometimes  big  pieces  (like 
interviews  with  sources  who  don’t 
exist).  Sometimes  little  pieces  (like  the 
spelling  of  somebody’s  name). 

They’re  under  terrible  deadline 
pressure.  The  editor  wants  the  infor¬ 
mation  in  the  story.  They  forgot  to  check 
earlier  in  the  day,  and  now  it’s  too  late 
to  reach  anybody.  Or  they  just  can’t  be 
bothered.  So  they ...  make  it  up. 

Most  of  the  time,  nobody  knows 
the  difference. 

IN  1976,  a  New  York  perfor¬ 
mance  artist  named  Joey 
Skaggs  made  headlines  around 
the  world  when  he  opened  a 
canine  house  of  prostitution  — 
a  “cathouse  for  dogs.” 

A  press  release  explained  the  ba¬ 
sic  marketing  plan:  If  your  dog 
graduated  from  obedience  school,  if 
it  was  his  birthday,  if  you  were  em¬ 
barrassed  to  come  home  and  find  him 
humping  a  pillow,  or  fearful  of  having 
a  party  because  your  dog  would  mount 
your  company’s  legs ...  well,  for  $50, 
you  could  get  the  poor  beast  sexually 
gratified,  in  style. 

The  Cathouse  would  leave  noth¬ 
ing  to  chance.  All  the  bitches  would 
be  injected  with  a  drug  called  Estro- 
dial,  which  would  artificially  induce 
them  to  go  into  heat  If  one  should 
happen  to  be  in  heat  naturally,  the  on¬ 
site  vet  would  administer  a  canine 
contraceptive  called  Ovo-ban.  While 
the  dogs  were  doing  the  nasty,  the 
owners  could  relax,  have  a  drink,  and 
watch  the  fun.  Photo  service  was 
available  for  a  nominal  fee. 

As  Skaggs  told  interviewer  Andrea 
J  uno  in  the  Re/Search  book  Pranks,  he 
got  a  crew  of  actors  to  play  the  Cathouse 
staff  and  customers  and  set  up  an  ex¬ 
travagant  show  one  night  in  his  apart¬ 


ment.  “I  waited  for  the  press,”  he  ex¬ 
plained,  “and  I  didn’t  have  to  wait  long 
...  they  just  took  it  hook,  line  and  sinker.” 

After  the  local  papers  and  TV  sta¬ 
tions  ran  the  stay,  a  producer  from  ABC 
news  called.  The  network  wanted  to  do 
a  full-length  documentary. 

Skaggs  couldn’t  be  bothered  put¬ 
ting  the  whole  cast  and  production  to¬ 
gether  for  another  night,  so  he  told  the 
network  people  that  the  place  was  no 
longer  open  to  the  press.  But  he  was 
happy  to  do  an  interview  —  and  to 
provide  the  documentary  producer 
with  a  special  videotape  of  a  pair  of 
dogs  fucking. 

The  folks  at  ABC  loved  it;  they 
spliced  the  tape  in  as  the  centerpiece 
of  a  lengthy  report,  involving  inter¬ 
views  with  Skaggs,  the  SPCA  and  a

well-known  veterinarian,  who  said  he 
was  strongly  opposed  to  the  use  of 
drugs  to  induce  heat  in  dogs.  The  piece 
was  nominated  for  an  Emmy  as  the 
best  news  broadcast  of  the  year. 

Eventually,  the  state  attorney  gen¬ 
eral  issued  a  subpoena,  and  Skaggs 
was  forced  to  appear  before  a  grand 
jury  to  answer  charges  of  running  an 
illegal  whorehouse  for  dogs.  He 
dragged  in  all  the  actors  and  explained 
that  it  had  all  been  a  joke;  the  pros¬ 
ecutor  demanded  a  sworn  affidavit 
and,  when  Skaggs  signed  the  docu¬ 
ment,  the  whole  thing  was  dropped. 

But  news  of  the  hoax  attracted  far 
less  media  attention  than  the  original 
story.  In  fact,  ABC  news  never  said  a 
word  about  it. 

Skaggs  has  pulled  off  plenty  of 
these  pranks.  He’s  posed  as  an  East¬ 
ern  European  Gypsy  angry  at  the  eth¬ 
nic  slur  implied  by  the  name  of  the 
gypsy  moth,  as  a  world-renowned  en¬ 
tomologist  who  had  discovered  a 
cockroach-hormone  extract  that  cured 
acne,  arthritis,  amnesia  and  menstrual 
cramps  and  made  you  invulnerable  to 
nuclear  radiation;  and  as  the  first  per¬ 
son  ever  to  cross  the  Pacific  Ocean  on 
a  windsurfing  board. 

In  his  latest  venture,  he  posed  as 
Dr.  Joseph  Schlafer,  inventor  of  the 
Comacocoon,  in  which  clients  would 
be  anesthetized  and  take  dream  vaca¬ 
tions  directed  by  subliminal  com¬ 
mands. 

The  news  media  keep  eating  it  up 
—  Dr.  Schlafer  was  interviewed  by 
Howard  Stern,  the  BBC,  Elle,  the 


Toronto  Globe  and  Mail,  the  London 
Mirror,  and  Philadelphia’s  KYW-TV. 

It’s  always  a  big  story  —  until  the 
prankster  comes  clean.  When  Skaggs 
holds  a  press  conference  to  announce 
the  details  of  his  latest  scheme,  the  re¬ 
porters  and  editors  suddenly  get  a  whole 
lot  more  cautious.  Maybe  they  put  the 
story  on  page  67,  under  the  legal  ads. 
Or  maybe  they  don’t  run  it  at  all. 

It’s  like  Skaggs  has  lost  his  cred¬ 
ibility.  Like  he  did  something  really 
awful.  Like  he  made  it  all  up. 

JOEY  SKAGGS  made  the  front 
page  of  the  New  York  Times 
last  month  but,  this  time,  it 
wasn’t  a  performance.  The 
Times  finally  noticed  some¬ 
thing  media  critics  from  Abbie 
Hoffman  to  Ben  Bagdikian  have  been 
talking  about  for  at  least  a  couple  of 
decades:  It’s  awful  easy  to  manipulate 
the  press. 

The  Dec.  23  article,  by  Marc  Dery, 
described  what  the  Times  thought  was 
a  new,  or  newly  important,  cultural 
trend:  “media  jamming.”  The  folks 
who  practice  it  —  folks  like  Joey 
Skaggs  —  seem  to  get  quite  a  thrill 
out  of  tricking  the  press.  According  to 
the  Times,  there’s  a  whole  lot  of  it  go¬ 
ing  around. 

For  most  of  the  jammers,  it  may 
just  be  harmless  fun.  But  a  few  seem 
to  have  a  more  serious,  political  mo¬ 
tive.  Dery  let  Skaggs  explain  it,  and 
he  made  the  point  rather  well: 

“As  Joey  Skaggs,  I  can’t  call  a  press 
conference  to  talk  about  how  the  media 
has  been  turned  into  a  government 
propaganda  machine,  manipulating  us 
into  believing  we’ve  got  to  go  to  war 
in  the  Middle  East.  But  as  a  media 
jammer,  I  can  go  into  these  issues  in 
the  process  of  revealing  a  hoax.” 

This  sort  of  thing  makes  the  New 
York  Times  very  nervous.  Good  re¬ 
porters  and  editors,  Dery  took  pains  to 
point  out,  check  their  sources  carefully. 
Mostly,  the  “jammers”  get  foiled. 
Mostly,  you  can  still  believe  what  you 
read  in  the  newspaper. 

Mostly,  this  is  what  I  believe:  Joey 
Skaggs  is  not  the  exception,  and  every 
journalist  with  any  real  experience 
knows  it. 

Mostly,  reporters  at  the  major  news 
outlets  don’tbother  to  check  the  facts, 
and  editors  don’tbother  to  make  them. 
Mostly,  anything  that  comes  from 
Government,  or  Industry,  or  from 
anyone  with  a  fancy  title,  is  taken  as 
fact,  no  matter  how  absurd  it  sounds. 
Mostly,  anyone  with  half  a  brain  and 
an  ounce  of  creative  energy  can  get 
the  most  fabulous  bullshit  into  the 
news,  on  a  daily  basis,  without  a  whole 
lot  of  effort 

And  mostly,  whenever  somebody 
tries  to  expose  how  much  of  a  game  it 
all  is,  how  much  of  the  news  is  just 
lies,  propaganda  and  fraud,  the  re¬ 
porters  and  editors  al  1  have  a  royal  snit 
and  work  like  banshees  to  keep  the 
public  from  finding  out. 

Because  journalists  play  the  game, 
too.  And  it’s  notjust  Joey  Skaggs  who’s 
making  it  up.  ■

Pagan  Politics 


Despite  negative  ideas  about  what  paganism  and  witchcraft 
really  are,  the  Bay  Areas  goddess-religion  community 
is  the  largest  in  the  country  —  and  still  growing

WE  WERE  waiting 
for  coffee  at  the 
Port  Deli  when  the 
young  witch  I  was 
interviewing  told 
me  that,  by  the  way,  I  couldn’t  iden¬ 
tify  her  —  I  couldn’t  use  her  name, 
tell  where  she  lived,  or  describe  her 
physically. 

“I’ve  encountered  a  lot  of  fear  this 
year  from  people  who  know  I’m  a 
witch,”  she  said.  “You  just  get  sick  of 
explaining  it — people  have  so  many 


negative  ideas.  It  takes  up  too  much 
energy.” 

Despite  this  young  witch’s  deter¬ 
mined  anonymity,  and  that  of  many 
of  her  peers,  the  Bay  Area  is  becom¬ 
ing  increasingly  famous  for  its  witch 
— or  “pagan” — community.  Witness 
Texas  evangelist  Larry  Lea  swooping 
into  town  last  Halloween  to  exorcise 
us  of,  not  only  homosexuality,  but  “the 
spirits  of  witchcraft,”  as  well. 

Lea,  unlike  man^pf  us,  knows  that 
the  Bay  Area  is  considered  by 
paganists  themselves  to  be  the  nation ’s 
capital  of  witchcraft.  After  all, 


Starhawk  and  Z.  Budapest  —  two  of 
the  best-known  and  most  prolific 
witches  in  the  world  —  live  and  teach 
here.  The  area  is  also  host  to  the 
country’s  most  diverse  pagan  scene, 
including  groups  with  names  like  Re¬ 
claiming,  The  Church  of  All  Worlds, 
The  Fellowship  of  the  Spiral  Path,  The 
Women’s  Spirituality  Forum  and  The 
Covenant  of  the  Goddess. 

Many  people  get  the  creeps  when 
they  hear  the  word  witch:  When  I  tell 
a  friend  that  I’m  going  over  to  Berke¬ 
ley  to  watch  witches  perform  a  ritual, 
she  cringes.  “Aren’t  those  the  Dun-

geons  and  Dragons  types?”  she  asks. 

Others  jump  to  the  conclusion  that 
witches  are  satanists.  Like  Catholics 
centuries  ago  (who  burned  several 
million  witches  at  the  stake  from  the 
1 5th  through  the  1 7th  centuries),  these 
people  buy  into  —  and  spread  —  the 
worst  clich6:  that 
witches  cast  evil 
spells  to  incite 
crime,  carnage 
or,  at  the  very 
least,  perversity. 

In  fact, 
witches  will  tell 
you  that  “Satan” 
is  a  Christian 
concept  — 
witches  don’t 
believe  in  devils. 

And  whereas 
satanists  are 
anri-Christian, 
witches  are  pre- 
Christian  —  pa¬ 
ganism  predates 
Jesus,  not  to 
mention  the 
concept  of“sin.” 

As  for  casting 
evil  spells, 
witches  will  re¬ 
fer  you  to  one  of  their  golden  rules: 
“If  you  harm  someone,  it  will  return 
to  you  tenfold.” 

Misconceptions 

notwithstanding, 
these  days  witches 
may  have  fewer 
negative  assump¬ 
tions  to  deal  with,  thanks  again  to  the 
Bay  Area.  The  San  Francisco  division 
of  Harper  &  Row,  for  example,  pub¬ 
lishes  several  local  witches  and  is  the 
country’s  top  publisher  in  the 
“women ’s  spirituality”  genre.  They ’  ve 
published  32  such  books  in  the  past 
10  years,  including  Starhawk’s  The 
Spiral  Dance  —  considered  by  many 
to  be  the  most  articulate  explanation 
of  modem  witchcraft.  This  book’s 
sales  have  increased  600  percent  since 
it  first  hit  the  racks  in  1979,  reflecting 
a  rapidly  growing  interest  in  who 
witches  really  are  and  what  they  have 
to  say. 

Part  of  the  new  interest  has  to  do 
with  witchcraft’s  remarkably  con¬ 
temporary  values:  Witches  believe  that 
divinity  is  “immanent”  —  inside  of 
you  and  in  nature  —  rather  than  “out 
there”;  that  holidays  have  nothing  to 
do  with  messiahs  and  Hallmark,  but 
with  the  change  of  seasons  and  our 
interconnectedness  with  the  earth;  and 
that  physical  pleasures  like  sexuality 
are  a  positive  force  in  life,  rather  than 
a  temptation  or  sin. 

Probably  the  most  distinctive  as¬ 
pect  of  witchcraft  is  that  women  are 
seen  not  as  evil  Eves  or  super-pure 
Virgin  Marys,  but  as  vital  goddesses 
representing  all  aspects  of  life — birth, 
death  and  rebirth.  The  goddess 
“within”  is  often  invoked  at  rituals, 
and  the  earth  is  called  “mother.”  In 
fact,  many  adherents  prefer  the  label 
“goddess  religion”  to  “witchcraft” 

A  male  witch,  who  wished  only  to 
be  identified  as  “Hummingbear,”  put 
it  this  way:  “Just  about  everyone  I 
know  gives  primacy  to  the  goddess, 
because  we  see  the  function  of  our  re¬ 
ligion  as  bringing  our  world  back  from 
too  much  patriarchy  and  too  much 
celebration  of  masculine  values.” 

According  to  Margot  Adler,  a  re¬ 
porter  for  National  Public  Radio  and 
the  author  of  the  definitive  study  on 
American  witchcraft.  Drawing  Down 
the  Moon ,  it  is  this  primacy  of  the 


goddess — or  female  values  —  that  is 
drawing  thousands  of  new  devotees. 
In  her  most  recent  poll  of  American 
witches,  Adler  found  that  the  number- 
one  route  leading  people  to  paganism 
is  feminism. 

Z.  Budapest,  an  Oakland-based 
witch  with  an  in¬ 
ternational  repu¬ 
tation,  is  well- 
aware  of  this 
connection.  She 
calls  the  resur¬ 
gence  of  goddess 
religions  “the 
fourth  wave  of 
feminism”  (the 
first  wave  being 
ancient  mat- 
rifocal  civiliza¬ 
tion;  the  second, 
the  suffragist 
movement;  and 
the  third,  1970s 
feminism). 

“This  spiri¬ 
tual  awakening 
is  the  stronger 
part,”  says  Buda¬ 
pest,  who  came 
to  this  country  in 
the  ’60s  but  still 
speaks  with  die  accent  of  her  native 
Hungary.  “This  is  the  inclusive  part 
We  can  accept  the  politicos,  we  can 
accept  the  men ,  we  can  accept  the  past, 
we  can  envision  the  future.” 

Some  pagans,  however,  believe 
that  dubbing  paganism  “The  New 
Feminism”  (a  term  first  coined  by  The 
Boston  Globe)  is  reductionist  They 
point  out  that  the  feminist  agenda  is 
only  one  of  many  agendas  paganism 
embraces. 

Judy  Foster,  an  active  member  of 
the  Bay  Area  pagan  scene  since  its 
beginnings  in  the  late  ’60s,  protests 
that  “Calling  it  ‘feminist  spirituality’ 
makes  it  too  easy  to  shove  over  to  one 
side  on  the  shelf,  as  in,  ‘Oh,  that’s  sort 
of  sweet,  but  it’s  over  there.'  Actu¬ 
ally,  I  like  the  idea  of  ‘earth-centered’ 
spirituality  a  lot  better.”

HE  FEMINIST  —  and 
environmentalist — repu¬ 
tation  of  Bay  Area  pagans 
is  precisely  why  Elinor 
Gadon  packed  her  bags, 
left  her  university  position  on  the  East 
Coast,  and  headed  for  Berkeley.  “It 
wasn  ’  t  easy  for  me  to  turn  my  back  on 
the  Eastern  Establishment,”  she  says. 
“But  I  came  out  here  because  I  felt 
tljis  is  the  frontier.” 

Gadon  has  built  a  reputation  for 
herself  as  an  art  historian  specializing 
in  goddess  imagery.  Her  new  book. 
The  Once  and  Future  Goddess  (Harper 
&  Row,  1989),  looks  at  Indo-Euro¬ 
pean  images  of  the  goddess  (or  the 
“feminine  as  divine”)  from  paleolithic 
times  (circa  90,000  to  35,000  B.C.E.) 
to  the  contemporary  art  of  women  like 
Frida  Kahlo  and  Georgia  O’Keeffe. 

Gadon  agrees  with  Foster  that 
earth-centeredness  is  a  vital  part  of 
paganism,  “especially  in  a  world  that 
seems  perpetually  on  the  brink  of 
economic  collapse.”  But  she  is  quick 
to  point  out  that  women’s  rights  and 
the  earth’s  rights  are  anything  but 
mutually  exclusive  —  in  fact,  their 
mutual  violation  has  been  related  for 
centuries. 

“Just  look  at  Genesis,”  Gadon  says. 
“God  created  man  and  out  of  that  he 
created  woman,  and  God  gave  man 
dominion  over  woman  and  over  the 
earth — over  all  living  things.”

According  to  witches — and  theo¬ 
rists  like  Gadon  —  these  “first”  acts 
in  Genesis  signify  Western  civil¬ 
ization’s  turn  away  from  female  val¬ 
ues  to  male  ones,  from  intuition  to  du¬ 
alism. 

“Judeo-Christian  ideas  separate 
body  and  spirit,”  says  Gadon.  “So  you 
get  all  these  cultural  repercussions  like 
honoring  the  rational  first  and  our 
feelings  not  at  all,  or  having  this  spiri¬ 
tual  need  to  be  ‘transcended.’  The  re¬ 
ligion  or  the  way  of  the  goddess  is 
spirituality  embodied:  Women’s  bod¬ 
ies  are  sacred;  the  earth  is  sacred.” 

When  Wendy  Brown,  director  of 
feminist  studies  at  UC  Santa  Cruz,  is 
asked  about  the  resurgence  of  witch¬ 
craft  and  its  stress  on  the  “holiness” 
of  nature,  she  claims  that  it  smacks  of 
anthropomorphism. 

“The  weird  thing  about  human  be¬ 
ings,”  says  Brown,  “is  that  we  go 
around  deciding  what  nature  means, 
assuming  that  there’s  some  objective 
way  of  looking  at  it,  or  assuming  that 
it’s  self-disclosing.” 

Brown  qualifies  her  criticism  by 
saying  she  doesn’t  really  want  to  ar¬ 
gue  with  anything  that  “gives  people 
the  strength  to  fight  patriarchal  domi¬ 
nation,”  but  warns  that  things  won’t 
change  unless  we  become  “fully  re¬ 
sponsible  cultural  creatures.” 

BROWN’S  invocation  of 
“cultural  responsibility” 
reflects  the  time-honored 
suspicion  that  spiritual 
movements  are  essen¬ 
tially  blissed-out  escapes  from  politi¬ 
cal  and  social  realities. 

When  Morning  Glory  Zell,  a  high 
priestess  in  the  Church  of  All  Worlds, 
is  asked  if  paganism  verges  on  escap¬ 
ism,  she  shouts  defensively:  “Pagans 
are  some  of  the  most  political  people 
in  the  world!” 

Some  say  the  person  most  respon¬ 
sible  for  connecting  politics  and  pa¬ 
ganism  is  Starhawk.  “I  think  Starhawk 
is  responsible  for  bringing  social  eth¬ 
ics  to  the  craft,”  says  Judy  Foster. 
“She’s  turned  it  more  outward.” 

Starhawk,  like  Z.  Budapest,  enjoys 
a  lot  of  name-recognition.  Others  also 
enjoy  it:  When  she  spoke  recently  at 
the  Roxie  Cinema’s  world  premiere 
ofThe  Burning  Times  (a  documentary 
chronicling  the  European  witch- 
burnings),  posters  were  plastered  all 
over  town,  featuring  a  blow-up  of  her 
head  and  announcing  “STARHAWK 
LIVE!”  in  bold  letters  across  the  bot¬ 
tom.  She  shrugs  off  the  media  hype. 
“Fortunately,  when  people  meet  me, 
they  see  I’m  the  most  uncharismatic 
person  in  the  world,”  she  says. 

Starhawk  became  paganism’s  un¬ 
official  spokesperson  after  writing  The 
Spiral  Dance.  In  it  she  argued  that  if 
you  value  things  like  nature,  women 
and  sexuality,  you  have  to  be  political, 
since  such  values  are  opposed  to  the 
status  quo. 

Starhawk  doesn’t  consider  pagan¬ 
ism  just  another  way  of  searching  for 
individual  enlightenment.  For  her,  the 
essential  challenge  is  to  transform 
one ’s  spiritual  beliefs  into  political  and 
social  realities:  “We  need  to  talk  about 
what  would  happen  if  we  really  did 
value  air  and  water  and  fire  and  earth 
and  other  humans.  What  kind  of  world 
would  we  have  if  we  honored  these 
concrete  things  instead  of  abstracts  like 
profits  or  a  god  ‘out  there’?” 

This  viewpoint  surprises  a  lot  of 


people  who  assume  that  paganism  is 
just  New  Age  me- ism  with  an  ancient 
mask.  “The  whole  New  Age  thing  is 
tricky,”  says  Patrice  Wynne,  co-owner 
of  Berkeley’s  Gaia  Bookstore  and 
Catalogue  Company,  the  nation’s 
biggest  supplier  of  goddess-related 
gifts  and  books. 

“You  could  treat  it  as  a  positive  la¬ 
bel,”  she  says,  “and  just  say  that  god¬ 
dess  religion  is  ‘New  Age’  because 
we’re  taking  old  ideas  and  giving  them 
new  meanings  so  we  can  find  our  way 
into  the  future  —  because  there’s  no 
way  we’re  going  to  get  to  the  future  if 
we  don’t  take  these  ideas  and  inform 
them  with  our  lives  today.” 

Wynne  admits,  however,  that  the 
New  Age  label  is  ultimately  inappro¬ 
priate,  if  not  insulting,  for  goddess 
worshippers. 

‘Too  many  of  these  other  New  Age 
groups  refuse  to  use  feminist  lan¬ 
guage,”  she  says.  “And  they  do  this 
whole  Christian  thing  with  the  wor¬ 
ship  of  light  I  mean,  worshipping  light 
is  worshipping  white.” 

SOME  CRITICS,  however, 
say  that  paganism  also 
worships  “white,”  since 
most  of  its  practitioners  are 
white  —  and  straight  and 
middle-class.  They  also  point  to  the 
fact  that  pagans  draw  inspiration  pri¬ 
marily  from  European  traditions  and 
have  done  little  outreach  to  the  pagan 
traditions  of  other  cultures,  especially 
those  traditions  belonging  to  people 
of  color. 

Luisah  Teish  is  an  Oakland-based 
teacher,  storyteller  and  priestess  in  the 
African  Yoruba  Lucumi  tradition. 
When  Teish  is  asked  how  many  pagan 
groups  in  the  Bay  Area  have  reached 
out  to  her  and  her  teaching,  she  laughs 
out  loud.  “I  can  count  them  on  one 
hand,”  she  says. 

Though  one  of  the  people  Teish 
counts  is  Starhawk,  Starhawk  herself 
concedes  that  there  is  not  enough  out¬ 
reach  going  on.  “We  need  to  build  a 
multicultural,  multiracial  movement,” 
she  says.  “Frankly,  these  people  have 
an  enormous  amount  to  teach  us.” 

But  Starhawk  wonders  if  accusa¬ 
tions  of  racism  are  also  part  of  an  in¬ 
grained  liberal  assumption  that  what¬ 
ever  is  white  and  middle-class  is 
inherently  bad.  She  argues  that  it’s  just 
as  important  for  white  people  to  de¬ 
velop  a  sense  of  the  wisdom  of  their 
own  ethnic  traditions:  If  we  don ’t,  she 
says,  we’ll  just  be  spiritual  imperial¬ 
ists  with  “nothing  to  offer  in  return.” 

Clearly,  paganism,  like  any  reli¬ 
gion,  has  had  its  growing  pains.  Nev¬ 
ertheless,  it  hasn’t  (yet)  petrified  into 
tomes  of  dogma,  infighting,  or  cultish 
offshoots.  Pagans  are  very  proud  of 
this. 

“This  is  the  proof  of  the  pudding!” 
says  Z.  Budapest.  “Imagine,  no  cults. 
This  is  the  pride  of  it  for  me.  To  look 
at  all  of  us  and  say,  ‘Look,  Ma!  No 
,  hands.no  sects!”’ 

What  does  the  future  hold  for 
witches?  Obviously  the  nation’s  pa¬ 
gans  —  and  bom-agains  —  will  be 
watching  the  Bay  Area  closely. 

At  the  Port  Deli,  the  anonymous 
young  witch  answered  me  this  way: 
“It’s  going  to  get  a  lot  better  —  and  a 
lot  worse.  I  mean,  people  have  fought 
wars  over  stuff  like  this,  haven’t  they? 
Why  should  we  expect  anything  dif¬ 
ferent?”  ■

High  Design, 
Haute  Cuisine 

Sol  y  Luna's  delicious  food  and  fine  service  are  more 
than  a  match  for  its  stunning  design

AT  FIRST,  I  had  my 
reservations  about  this 
chic  new  downtown 
restaurant  Sol  y  Luna 
received  a  lot  of  at¬ 
tention  the  first  week  it  opened,  and  I 
felt  that  it  might  be  just  another 
superfunded,  high-powered,  imper¬ 
sonal  eatery.  The  design  is  ultra-sleek, 
linear  and  modem  —  but  at  the  same 
time,  it  feels  inviting.  Frankly,  I’m 
excited  about  this  new  breed  of  high- 
design,  haute  cuisine  dining  estab¬ 
lishment  It’s  about  time  we  had  a  few 
elegant  and  unique  places  to  dine  while 
surrounded  by  beautiful  lines,  shapes, 
colors  and  spaces.  The  question  is,  can 
these  multimillion-dollar  dinner 
houses  come  through  on  the  service, 
food  and  prices? 

The  good  news  is  that  Sol  y  Luna 
comes  through  on  every  note.  We  were 
greeted  for  a  late  lunch  one  day  by  a 
friendly  hostess  and  were  seated  al¬ 
most  immediately  on  a  comfortable 
banquette  on  the  second  level.  One  of 
my  favorite  rustic  breads  and  a  sump¬ 
tuous  dish  of  tomato  “relish”  were 
delivered  to  the  table  after  we  placed 
our  beverage  orders.  Referred  to  as 
“crocodile”  bread  in  Carol  Field’s 
Italian  bread  book,  this  Italian-style 
bread  is  surely  going  to  become  one 
of  the  most  popular  restaurant  breads 
in  the  city. 

Black  bean  soup  ($4.50),  not  your 
ordinary  pureed  and  one-dimensional 
version,  was  made  with  tender  and 
perfectly  cooked  whole  beans, 
chorizo,  bacon,  and  roasted  chilies.  It

was  garnished  with  queso  fresco  and 
creme  fralche,  which  provided  a 
wonderful  cooling  sensation. 

A  salad  of  sliced  pork  loin  ($9.50), 
served  on  a  bed  of  spicy  clams  com¬ 
bined  with  a  sultry  sauce  of  eggplant, 
tomato  and  red  peppers,  was  unique 
and  pleasing.  Served  with  rice  that 
was  spiked  with  fresh  herbs  and  aro¬ 
matic  spices,  this  room-temperature 
entree  was  exceptional.  Pasilla  chili 
($9.50),  stuffed  with  chorizo  and  rice 
and  served  in  a  deeply  flavored  and 
balanced  romesco  sauce  made  with 
plenty  of  toasted  nuts,  was  also  ex¬ 
cellent. 

We  capped  our  meal  with  a  whim¬ 
sical  dessert  of  pine-nut  brittle  ice 
cream  ($4)  topped  with  a  decadent 
chocolate  sauce  that  was  truly  brilliant 
and  satisfying. 

Dinner  was  naturally  a  bit  more 
relaxing  and  certainly  more  romantic. 
Soft  but  dramatic  lighting,  live  piano 
music,  handsome  pillows,  and  the  lean 
lines  of  the  dining  area  combined  to 
make  a  winning  environment  in  which 
to  enjoy  some  inspired  Spanish  and 
Latin  dishes.  Tapas  are  available 
Monday  through  Thursday,  full  din¬ 
ners  on  Friday  and  Saturday.  Some  of 
the  larger  tapas,  however,  are  perfect 
for  a  light  dinner. 

From  a  very  reasonable  wine  list, 
we  chose  a  1989  Rodriguez 
Martinsancho($16).  It  was  crisp,  clear, 
very  drinkable  —  good  with  all  our 
food.  Calamares  fritos  ($4.50),  coated 
in  a  light  but  tasty  batter  and  served 
with  perfectly  made  aioli,  were  flaw¬ 
less  and  made  a  good  companion  for 
a  salad  of  mixed  baby  greens  dressed 
in  a  sherry  vinaigrette  ($4).  Both  of 
these  simple  dishes  reflect  the  sensi¬ 
tivity  of  the  kitchen  and  the  skill  of 
the  chef.  Many  places  offer  fried 
calamari  and  mixed  green  salads,  but 
few  can  execute  both  the  simple  dishes 
and  the  complex  with  such  evenness 


and  finesse. 

Paella  ($12),  made  with  succulent 
prawns,  mussels,  scallops,  firm  and 
meaty  swordfish,  and  small  green 
peas,  was  generous  and  lively.  Each 
piece  of  seafood  was  expertly  cooked, 
and  the  plate  was  stunning  and  very 
satisfying.  The  house-made  chorizo 
($8)  was  heavy  on  the  cumin  and  too 
dry  for  me.  Our  server  had  warned  us 
that  the  sausages  were  very  hot,  and 
indeed  they  were  incendiary.  Perhaps 
less  fire  and  more  fat  would  make  these 
tasty  sausages  more  palatable  for  the 
masses.  But  the  lentil  empanada  that 
accompanied  the  sausages  was  quite 
good,  and  I  would  like  to  have  this 
particular  plate  again,  with  a  few  mi¬ 
nor  changes. 

Desserts  at  Sol  y  Luna  are  truly 
captivating.  Burnt  chocolate  ice  cream 
($4.50)  sounded  compelling  on  the 
menu  and  turned  out  to  be  just  as 
wonderful  as  1  thought  Three  luscious 
and  dense  balls  of  dark,  deeply  fla¬ 
vored  ice  cream  were  reminiscent  of 
dark  roasted  coffee  and  made  a  sen¬ 
sational  finale  to  the  big  and  robust 
flavors  of  the  tapas. 

At  last  we  have  a  glamorous  but 
attainable  downtown  restaurant  that 
serves  a  truly  singular  cuisine  with 
style  and  authority.  Chef  Amaryll 
Schwertner  produces  some  of  the  most 
full-flavored,  rewarding  and  balanced 
dishes  I  have  had.  The  charming 
waitstaff,  fair  prices,  tempting  new 
dishes,  and  unusual  design  should  be 
a  real  draw  for  anyone  interested  in  a 
superlative  dining  experience.  ■

FLIGHT  OF  THE 
INTRUDER 

If  only  Flight  of  the  Intruder  director 
John  Milius  had  let  all  the  aerial  ex¬ 
citement  take  fullerflight  and  intrude 
more  into  the  rest  of  the  plot,  this 
could  have  been  an  absorbingmovie. 
As  it  is,  U.S.  Navy/V6  Intruderbomber 
pilot  Brad  Johnson  can’t  get  over 
his  bombardier  navigator/best 
buddy’s  death  beside  him  overl972 
Vietnam.  But  when  his  new  replace¬ 
ment  turns  out  to  be  iconoclastic 
loner  Willem  Dafoe,  and  he  and 
Johnson  plan  to  bomb  the  hitherto 
sacrosanct  northern  part  of  Vietnam , 
they  go  against  everythingsquadron 
leader  Danny  Glover’s  drilled  into 
them.  Along  the  way  to  this  climax 
the  film  gives  token  nods  to  mixed 
marriages,  Vietnamese  night  life, 
and  romance,  which  gets  about  three 
minutes  when  Johnson  meets  A-6 
pilot’s  widow  Rosanna  Arquette  and 
hersmall  daughter.  It’s  Dafoe  who's 
the  only  standout  in  a  film  where 
everything’s  sacrificed  to  its  some¬ 
times  sensational  flight  scenes, 
which  means  the  rest  of  it  never  re¬ 
ally  gets  offthe  ground.  (Galaxy,  SF) 

LIONHEART 

Countless  scenes  of  no-holds-barred 
street  fighting  in  New  York  and  Los 
Angeles  are  briefly  interrupted  by 
the  semblance  of  a  plot  inthisstory- 
by-and-half-of-it-written-by  former 
European  karate  champion  and  star 
Jean-Claude  Van  Damme.  Seems 
he ’s  in  North  Africa’s  Foreign  Legion 
when  he  hears  his  brother’s  been 
burned  almost  to  death  (shown  up 
close  in  livingcolor)  in  a  drug-related 
L.A.  deal,  whereupon  Van  Damme 
escapes  and  fights  his  fearless  way 
(rarely  showing  punishment  marks) 
over  land  and  sea,  aided  by  new 
friend  Harrison  Page  and  used  by 
devilish  doyenne  Deborah  Rennard. 
A  few  moments  of  romance  are  pro¬ 
vided  by  now-widowed  sister  in-law 
Lisa  Pelikan,  but  director  Sheldon 
Lettich  makes  it  all  unbelievable  as 
the  Foreign  Legion  turns  out  to  have 
a  heart  of  gold,  and  not  to  mention 
the  distinctly  Rocky  ending.  (Kabuki, 
SF) 

ONCE  AROUND 

It's  not  just  that  top  time-share 
apartment  salesman'  Richard 
Dreyfuss  suffers  from  "I”  trouble, 
his  running  gags  are  the  kind  that 
make  you  gag  before  you  run.  He 
appears  to  be  at  the  manipulative 
mentalpause  of  life  when  he  meets 
recently-rejected-by-her-lover  Holly 
Hunter  during  a  time-share  recruit¬ 
ment  session,  and  things  happen 
so  fast  that  soon  she’s  taking  him 
home  to  Boston  to  meet  dad  Danny 
Aiello,  mom  Gena  Rowlands,  and 
just-married  sister  Laura  San 
Giacomo,  none  of  whom  can  stand 
him.

The  sound  of  one  hand  clapping  plus  coughs,  sighs,  and 
the  rustling  jackets  of  fidgeting  audience  members  were  all 
significant  components  of  John  Cage’s  new  musical  com¬ 
position  One  Seven,  performed  last 
Wednesday  at  the  San  F rancisco 
Art  Institute.  Between  the 
moments  of  quiet,  Cage  po¬ 
litely  emitted  into  his  mi¬ 
crophone  a  series  of 
sounds  ranging  from  a 
shocking,  thunderous 
“Ka!”  to  a  phlegm-in-the- 
throat  gurgle  to  a  rip¬ 
ping  sinusitis  snore 
Wednesday’s  perfor¬ 
mance  was  reminiscent  of 
Cage’s  1952  masterpiece 
1  “4’33””,  which  treated  the  audi¬ 

ence  to  slightly  over  four  and  a  half 
long  minutes  of  silence.  T  o  Cage,  a  philosopher  as  well  as  an 
artist  and  composer,  the  sounds  of  the  environment  are  as 
valuable  as  those  of  composed  music.  According  to  him, 
“The  music  I  prefer,  even  to  my  own  or  anybody  else’s,  is 
what  we  are  hearing  if  we  are  just  quiet” 

Hundreds  of  people  showed  up  on  Wednesday,  cram¬ 
ming  their  way  into  the  Art  Institute’s  auditorium  while 
others  filed  into  the  cafe  to  hear  and  watch  music  guru  Cage 
perform  on  closed-circuit  TV.  Cage  charmed  the  capacity 
crowd  during  the  question-and-answer  period  following 
the  performance.  A  firm  believer  in  the  role  chance  plays  in 
art  and  life,  Cage  explained  how  he  tossed  the  I  Ching  to 
figure  out  how  far  apart  the  space/ silence  brackets  between 
the  complicated  melange  of  gurgles  and  chokes  should  be 
placed.  Oneconfused  audience  memberasked,  “Does  it  bother 
you  if  people  don’t  get  what  you’re  doing?”  Cage,  whose 
work  imbodies  the  Zen  quality  of  purposeless  art,  politely 
replied,  “That’s  really  not  my  concern.”

For  the  last  25  years,  he's 
traveled  a  hard,  rambling  road,  doing 
his  best  to  learn  what  it  is  to  be  alive, 
and  he  shares  his  life  through  his 
songs.  Bom  45  years  ago  in  Fort  Worth, 
Texas,  Townes  came  into  the  world  of 
postwar  country  music  and  blues  and, 
by  the  time  he  reached  his  teens,  he 
had  immersed  himself  in  the  stuff.  In 
two  recent  conversations  with  me,  he 
told  his  story,  which  is  excerpted  here. 

“Right  when  I  was  starting  out,  kinda 
halfway  in  college,  I  saw  a  lot  of 
Lightnin'  Hopkins.  At  that  point,  I 
started  listening  to  Woody  Guthrie  and 
Cisco  Houston  and  Ramblin’  Jack  Elliot. 
Bob  Dylan  was  a  big  influence  because 
of  his  use  of  words. 

“I  started  messing  around  with  the 
guitar  pretty  young.  It  is  the  one  thing 
throughout  my  whole  life  that  has  been 
around  since  however  old  I  was  when 
Elvis  was  on  Ed  Sullivan;  that  was  my 
first  jolt.  My  sister  and  all  of  her 
girlfriends  were  screaming,  and  it  kind 
of  went  from  there. 

“It  was  real  serious  between  staying  in 
college  or  trying  to  pursue  [music],  but  I 
discovered  that  I  really  could  write 
songs.  I  never  thought  about  making 
records  particularly,  or  publishing  or 
anything  like  that.  I  just  thought  about 
being  the  itinerant,  rambling  young 
folksinger. 

“I  got  taken  to  Nashville  by  Mickey 
Newbury  out  of  the  blue.  He  heard  me 
and  said,  'You’ve  got  to  go  to  Nashville,’ 
and  as  soon  as  we  got  there  I  was 
making  a  record.  The  first  one  was  For 
the  Sake  of  the  Song,  then  Our  Mother 
the  Mountain,  then  Townes  Van  Zandt, 
Delta  Mama  Blues,  then  Live  at  the  Old 
Quarter,  High  Low  and  In  Between,  The 
Late  Great  Townes  Van  Zandt  and  Flyin' 


Shoes.  I  think  that  was  the  order. 

Another  one  wasn’t  released. 

‘[After  recording  those  eight  records], 

I  spent  10  years  living  in  a  pickup  truck 
in  wherever  I  happened  to  be.  Some 
[years]  I  spent  in  Austin  in  a  little  trailer 
house,  [others]  in  the  hills  of  Tennessee 
in  that  shack  that’s  on  the  front  of 
[Flyin'  Shoes].  It  was  primitive  deluxe. 
And  all  the  rest  of  them  I  spent  on  the 
road. 

“I  think  about  how  so  much  has 
changed  now,  serious  family  responsi¬ 
bilities  and  everything,  and  it  is  hard  to 
look  back.  Still,  one  of  my  favorite 
feelings  is  getting  in  a  car  and,  as  soon 
as  you  pull  out  of  the  driveway  and 
around  the  comer,  nobody  on  earth 
knows  where  you  are,  except  you.  I’ve 
always  liked  that  feeling. 

“There's  a  lot  of  realizations  you  have 
to  come  to,  like  realizing  that  you  can 
say  something  with  words.  If  you  bundle 
songwriting  with  novels  and  poetry  and 
painting,  then  everything  is  all  part  of  a 
giant  contribution.  I’mgoingtotryto 
write  some  topical  stuff,  and  the  [song] 
I've  just  finished  is  blue,  but  it’s  a 
hopeful  blue.  I  have  some  that  are  just 
‘pass  out  the  razor  blades.'  Most  of 
them  are  just  about  being  a  human 
being  and  getting  through  life. 

“It  sounds  kind  of  funny  to  even  talk 
about,  but  there  has  got  to  be  hope. 
Between  joy  and  despair  gets  to  be  like 
a  huge  ping-pong  game  inside  your 
head.  Like  a  little  boy  playing  in  the 
sunshine.  If  you  look  at  it  one  way  it’s 
heartbreaking,  and  if  you  look  at  it 
another  way  it’s  beautiful.  I  mean,  I 
have  everything  in  the  world,  but  deep 
down  I’m  always  worried.  I’m  past  all 
the  habits  that  put  you  way  down  in  the 
dumps  —  the  artificial  down-in-the- 
dumps;  now,  it’s  wondering  if  the 
world’s  going  to  last  long  enough  for  my 
son  Will  to  go  to  college,  [and]  serious 


stuff  like  the  ozone  layer  and  the  ocean. 
I’m  a  lot  less  crazy  than  I  used  to  be,  I 
guess.' 

Townes  sees  time,  breathes  blues, 
and  sings  his  life.  Since  moving  to 
Nashville  in  the  late  ’80s  to  release  the 
critically  acclaimed  “comeback”  album, 
At  My  Window,  he  has  been  trying  for 
the  first  time  to  get  the  business  end  of 
things  together.  His  first  eight  albums 
have  been  reissued  on  Tomato 
Records,  but  he  still  has  yet  to  see 
much  money  from  their  sale;  he’s  also 
re-recorded  most  of  his  catalog,  about 
60  songs,  and  is  looking  for  a  label  that 
can  promise  a  fair  deal.

In  the  Heat  of  the  Night 

“The  pieces  offered  tonight  will  deal 
explicitly  with  sexual  desire  and 
practice;  if  they  might  offend  you, 
please  leave  and  ask  for  a  refund 
before  the  show  starts.”  So  read  the 
program  for  the  Jan.  8  benefit  reading- 
performance  for  Frighten  The  Horses, 
the  San  Francisco  quarterly  and 
“document  of  the  sexual  revolution.” 

But  leaving  was  not  on  the  minds  of  the 
200-plus  erotica  aficionados  who 
attempted  to  cram  into  Fobbo  Gallery’s 
storefront-size  performance  space  on 
23rd  Street.  Body  after  body  squeezed 
into  the  room,  necessitating  a  shoulder- 
to-shoulder  intimacy  and  significant 
room-temperature  increase  even  before 
the  steamy  readings  began. 

Creative  offerings  for  the  evening — 
which  varied  from  professional 
performances,  serious  in  tone,  to 
playful,  humorous  vignettes  — 
conveyed  a  clear  message:  unrestricted 
sexual  desire  and  creative  sexual 
practice,  when  approached  and  dealt 
with  openly,  can  be  cool,  fun  and  even 
necessary.  You  don’t  have  to  follow 
anyone  else’s  rules  to  have  a  good  time 
sexually,  and  you  can  even  make  a  living 
at  it 

Mark  Pritchard,  the  magazine’s  editor, 
started  things  off  with  an  a  cappella 
tune  and,  in  one  of  the  evening’s  best 
performances,  read  his  short  story, 

“The  Man  I  Love.”  Kim  Addonizio,  a 
regular  contributor,  followed  with 
several  short  pieces,  including  “A 
Fable,”  which  she  described  as  a 
bedtime  story —  a  sorrowful  S&M  tale 
of  a  woman  who  ends  up  becoming  the 
moon. 

Later  on  in  the  program,  in  “The 
Mommy  Rant,”  an  excerpt  from  her  full- 
length  production,  976-LOVE,  Rachel 
Kaplan  asked:  “What  ever  made  me 
think  that  I  could  get  protection  from 
men?  Who  told  me  that?"  Her  soothing, 
rhythmic,  Laurie  Anderson-like  delivery 
belied  an  anger  that  bubbled  just  below 
the  surface,  periodically  bursting  forth. 

The  sobering  tone  set  by  Kaplan, 
however,  was  instantly  transformed  as 
Scarlot  Harlot,  a  working  San  Francisco 
prostitute ,  strode  to  the  front  of  the 
room  singing  a  safe-sex  song,  her  safe- 
sex  purse  kit  dangling  at  her  side.  She 
followed  the  tune  by  explaining  that  her 
occupation  was  an  act  of  civil  disobedi¬ 
ence  —  she  invited  anyone  who  was 
interested  to  make  use  of  her  services 
—  and  then  read  from  her  book, 
Autobiography  of  a  Whore:  The  De- 
Mystification  of  the  Sex  Industry.  Carol 
Queen,  “sex  educator  and  sissy 
trainer,”  closed  the  program  with  an 
amusing  reading  from  her  forthcoming 
novel,  Frugging  the  Flames  of  Hell. 

Future  Frighten  The  Horses  benefits 
are  already  in  the  works,  so  if  you  were 
one  of  the  many  who  were  turned  away, 
don’t  despair.  As  associate  editor  Cris 
Gutierrez  promised  the  satisfied 
audience  at  the  end  of  the  evening, 
“Bigger  and  better  shows  are  yet  to 
come.”

The  Art  of 
Domestic  War 

After  28  years ,  Edward  Albee's  funny  and 
ferocious  probe  of  marital  combat  still 
reveals  some  home  truths 


WHO’S  AFRAID  OF  VIRGINIA 
WOOLF?  By  Edward  Albee.  Di¬ 
rected  by  Richard  Seyd  at  Berkeley 
Repertory  Theatre,  Berk.  Through 
Feb.  21.

Edward  albee’s 

Who’s  Afraid  of  Virginia 
Woolf  ?  hit  Broadway  like 
an  unruly,  brutally  per¬ 
ceptive  intruder  crashing 
a  staid  party.  In  a  1962  theater  season 
chock-full  of  comedic  fluff  and  dramas 
that  talked  nice  and  minded  their 
manners,  Virginia  Woolf  was  a  bril¬ 
liant  wake-up  call,  too  funny  and  fe¬ 
rocious  to  be  turned  away. 

The  play’s  dialogue  was  unusually 
sexually  explicit  for  the  time.  (When 
it  played  in  London,  the  British  censor 
asked  for  dozens  of  cuts,  starting  with 
the  first  line:  “Jesus  H.  Christ”)  The 
characters  —  two  academic  couples 
sharing  a  drunken,  emotionally  mur¬ 
derous  night  in  a  New  England  college 
town  —  were  antiheroic  in  the  ex¬ 
treme,  inspiring  more  loathing  than 
pity.  And  the  implication  that  a  barren, 
alcoholic,  sadomasochistic  marriage 
symbolized  America’s  moral  decline 
was  a  rude  accusation  many  viewers 
(and  quite  a  few  critics)  chose  to 
overlook. 

Selective  viewing  was  possible,  be¬ 
cause  Who’s  Afraid  of  Virginia  Woolf? 
struck  home  first  as  a  ferociously  witty 
comedy,  a  voyeuristic  plunge  into  mat¬ 
rimony  at  its  most  vicious.  (The  voy¬ 
eurism  factor  increased  exponentially 
in  the  1966  film  version  starring  the 
Battling  Burtons,  Liz  and  Dick.) 

Twenty-eight  years  after  the  play ’s 
original  success,  its  shock  effect  has 
worn  off  and  its  blood-sport  bickering 
is  standard  fare  —  in  TV  sitcoms  like 


Married...With  Children  and  Holly¬ 
wood  movies  like  The  War  of  the 
Roses.  But  the  current  Berkeley  Rep¬ 
ertory  Theatre  revival  of  Virginia 
Woolf  proves  that  no  other  exegesis  of 
modem  marital  strife  has  yet  matched 
Albee’s  —  not  in  length  (it  runs  3-1/2 
hours  and  change)  and  certainly  not 
in  depth.  The  plot  is  by  now  arche¬ 
typal.  Shambling  history  professor 
George  (Charles  Lanyer)  and  his 
brassy  wife  Martha  (Karen 
Kondazian)  are  locked  in  a  23-year 
marriage  fueled  by  deceptions,  psy¬ 
chological  combat,  and  gallons  of 
booze.  When  a  younger  academic 
couple,  the  callow  Nick  (James  Car¬ 
penter)  and  his  spacey  “wifelet,” 
Honey  (Susan  Emerson),  drop  by  for 
a  late-night  drink,  George  and  Martha 
dig  in  for  an  all-out  war  —  on  each 
other  and  their  unwitting  guests. 

And  what  kind  of  war?  It’s  a  battle 
of  nerves,  laced  with  insult  and  injury. 
Over  the  course  of  the  play,  the  parlor 
games  “Get  the  Guest”  and  “Hump 
the  Hostess”  are  invented  and  vigor¬ 
ously  played.  Defenses  get  dashed, 
humiliating  weaknesses  pinpointed, 
secrets  dragged  out.  George  is  revealed 
as  a  weak-willed  failure  who  couldn  ’t 
make  the  grade  in  academia,  despite 
the  help  of  Martha’s  college-president 
daddy.  Martha,  the  earth  mother- 
monster,  seduces  Nick  for  spite;  her 
husband  retaliates  by  “killing”  the 
fantasy  son  that  is  their  only  child. 
Nick’s  mask  of  affability  crumbles, 
revealing  naked  opportunism.  And 
Honey  uses  brandy  and  feigned  illness 
to  check  out  of  reality.  Virginia  Woolf 
is  a  virtuoso  piece  of  writing:  It  lifts 
squabbling  to  an  art  form.  George  and 
Martha  may  be  pit  bulls,  but  they’re 
also  sophisticates  whose  sharp  patter 
is  studded  with  references  in  litera¬ 
ture  and  history.  The  play  is  elegantly 


structured  as  well,  with  a  zippy  first 
act,  an  ingenious  middle  act  worthy 
of  a  Karpov-Kasparov  champion  chess 
match,  and  a  final  segment  that  evokes 
compassion  for  its  bloodied  adversar¬ 
ies  —  who,  Albee  suggests,  achieve 
intimacy  by  inflicting  pain. 

The  Berkeley  Rep  mounting,  di¬ 
rected  by  Richard  Seyd,  is  crisply 
funny  and  intelligent,  though  more 
colorations  are  needed  from  the  hard¬ 
working  ensemble  of  actors.  The  most 
complete  performance  is  Charles 
Lanyer’s  George,  whose  gray,  de¬ 
feated  frumpiness  is  juxtaposed  with 
a  stiletto  wit  and  an  aching  heart.  It’s 
pure  pleasure  listening  to  Lanyer  de¬ 
liver  Albee’s  lines  in  a  wistful  voice 
that’s  like  a  French  hom  with  a  slight 
New  England  accent.  Susan  Emerson 
also  comes  through  well  in  the  thank¬ 
less  part  of  Honey,  a  dimwit  without 
much  intestinal  fortitude. 

As  Martha,  Karen  Kondazian  holds 
her  own  in  combat,  and  certainly  she 
looks  the  role.  (The  early  ’60s  cos¬ 
tumes  by  Susan  Snowden  emphasize 
her  bustiness,  and  a  poufy  brown 
hairdo  makes  her  look  like  a  vintage 
Liz  Taylor.)  But  the  actress  sticks  too 
closely  to  the  coarse,  slatternly  ele¬ 
ments  of  Martha;  we  need  more  glim¬ 
mers  of  the  vulnerability  that  makes 
her  something  more  than  a  gargoyle. 
Kondazian  does  come  through  in  the 
end,  but  she  could  use  more  buildup. 
And  though  he  has  fine  comic  mo¬ 
ments,  Jim  Carpenter’s  Nick  is  too 
much  the  innocent  bystander  and  not 
enough  the  careerist  cad.  Alan 
Schneider,  the  play’s  original  director, 
called  Nick  “a  tough,  cynical,  attrac¬ 
tive  stud  on  the  make”;  Carpenter 
makes  him  almost  nice. 

Does  Virginia  Woolf  still  have 
something  to  say  about  the  American 
condition?  Yes  and  no.  Feminism  and 
economics  have  made  idle  “faculty 
wives”  like  Martha  and  Honey  few 
and  far  between.  And  the  power  dy¬ 
namics  of  marriage  have  now  been 
diagnosed  and  dissected  ad  infinitum. 

But  like  all  great  plays,  Virginia 
Woolf  delivers  exhilarating  language 
and  behavioral  insights  that  haven’t 
faded  with  time.  And  its  underlying 
message,  that  Americans  prefer  to  live 
in  fantasy  instead  of  facing  the  truth, 
still  holds  weight.  “The  greatest  di¬ 
lemma  for  the  serious  playwright,” 
wrote  Edward  Albee  some  years  ago, 
“is  that  the  United  States  is  swinging 
to  a  point  where  it  doesn’t  want  to  be 
told  any  truths  about  itself,  doesn’t 
want  to  be  taken  into  a  further  aware¬ 
ness  of  itself;  it  merely  wants  to  escape 
from  the  reality  of  itself.”  That’s  an 
observation  that,  sadly,  may  be  more 
true  today  than  it  was  in  1 962.  ■

Comedy  and  skilled 
movement  saved 
Margie  Gillis’  How 
the  Rosehips  Quiver. 


Creating 
A  Spectacle 

Margie  Gillis'  recent  dance  performance 
was  overburdened  with  melodrama

Margie  gillis  is 

an  accomplished 
performer.  Her 
sense  for  the  dra¬ 
matic  gesture,  her 
athletic  back  flips,  her  waist-long  au¬ 
burn  hair,  and  her  programming  abil¬ 
ity  are  spectacular.  Spectacular,  that 
is,  as  in  spectacle.  There  is  a  showy, 
on-the-surface  quality  to  her  per¬ 
forming  that  makes  you  think  of  TV 
variety  shows  or  the  circus.  The  char¬ 
acters  she  creates  are  entertaining  in  a 
slick  way,  but  ultimately  one  is  left 
with  a  desire  for  more  solidity  and 
originality  in  the  thought  processes 
that  generated  many  of  the  individual 
numbers  of  her  one- woman  show. 

Unfortunately,  Gillis  often  relies  on 
obvious,  melodramatic  images  to 
convey  meaning.  They  may  be  effec¬ 
tive,  but  they  are  also  operatic  in  the 
worst  sort  of  way.  Surely  there  are 
more  ways  to  express  a  sense  of  con¬ 
finement  than  running  your  hands 
along  your  body  whether  you  are  an 
emerging  bug  or  Molly  Bloom  or  a 
mermaid.  Or  bending  over  and 
clutching  your  gut  to  convey  sexual 
frustration,  or  glancing  soulfully  up 
into  the  flies,  on  the  lookout  for  lib¬ 
eration. 

Gillis  is  at  her  best  as  a  comedian. 
There  she  creates  moments  of  genuine 
delight  and  invention,  such  as  the  for¬ 
lorn  look  on  her  face  when  her  feet 
begin  to  dance  beyond  her  control,  a 
hoopskirt  tiptoeing  off  stage  over  na¬ 
ked  legs,  a  hand  emerging  over  a 
crouched  body  to  simulate  a  cygnet’s 
wing.  And  her  control  over  the  material 
through  execution,  pacing  and  variety, 
including  the  choice  of  Nicholas 
Cemovitch  as  a  lighting  designer,  is 
excellent.  Her  choice  of  music  tends 
toward  the  sentimental,  but  it  serves 
her  purposes  nicely. 

Somewhat  inexplicably,  Gillis 
brought  back  half  the  works  she  pre¬ 
sented  only  last  January.  Of  the  new 
pieces,  the  most  successful  is  Bloom , 
thanks  largely  to  Siobhan  McKenna’s 
smoky  reading  of  Molly  Bloom’s  so¬ 
liloquy  in  James  Joyce’s  Ulysses. 
Gillis’  expansive  movements,  which 
produce  moments  of  brittle  nervous¬ 
ness,  interweave  with  McKenna’s 
reading,  creating  a  convincing  B  loom 
whose  overflowing  womanliness  is  as 


sensuous  as  it  is  tormented. 

Secret,  another  San  Francisco  pre¬ 
miere,  evokes  the  spirit  of  Loie  Fuller 
(just  as  Mara  calls  forth  Isadora 
Duncan),  with  two  rods  supporting 
capelike  wings  that  Gillis  furls  and 
unfolds.  As  in  many  of  her  pieces, 
movements  of  languid  liquidity  alter¬ 
nate  with  choppy  bursts  of  energy, 
creating  glimpses  of  unquestioned  vi¬ 
sual  attraction.  Eventually,  she  sinks 
into  the  gown  to  emerge  Venus-like 
from  the  wavy  folds  of  the  darkened 
material.  Clever  —  no  doubt  about  it. 

Breaking  out,  emerging,  unfolding, 
and  receding  are  themes  that  seem  to 
preoccupy  Gillis.  Often  the  newly 
found  freedom  is  expressed  in  gleeful 
skips,  runs  and  rolls  around  the  stage. 
Mercy,  the  oldest  piece  on  the  pro¬ 
gram,  dating  back  to  1977,  is  one  of 
these  swing-your-arms,  kick-your- 
legs  pieces  that  is  attractive  on  one 
level,  but  almost  painful  in  its  simple- 
mindedness. 

And  one  shudders  to  give  an  inter¬ 
pretation  to  the  1983  Third  World 
Dream,  in  which  Gillis  emerges  from 
a  crinoline  in  a  Tom  Sawyer  outfit  to 
explore  the  space  with  what  at  first 
are  tentative  runs,  but  which  grow  into 
increasingly  exuberant  lopes  and  ex¬ 
ecutions  of  simple  tasks.  I  found  the 
naivete  downright  insulting. 

Of  the  other  previously  seen  pieces, 
Nocturne,  by  Martha  Clarke  —  one 
of  only  two  pieces  not  choreographed 
by  Gillis  —  lacks  the  tension  of  last 
year’s  performance,  particularly  in  the 
end,  when  the  released  ribbon  be¬ 
comes  a  walking  cane  for  the  totter¬ 
ing,  has-been  ballerina.  But  Gillis, 
hanging  onto  sagging  breasts  with  one 
crooked  arm,  is  quite  moving  in 
evoking  a  shaky  arabesque  or  an  ar¬ 
thritic  plie. 

How  the  Rosehips  Quiver  —  in 
which  Gillis  plays  a  wallflower  who 
dreams  of  dancing  partners  —  is 
probably  the  program’s  best  piece. 
Though  a  little  lengthy,  it  is  funny  and 
moving,  Gillis’  face  a  kaleidoscope 
of  emotions  and  her  ever-dancing  feet 
a  delight  to  watch  as  they  tap  their  way 
to  the  beat  of  country  music. 

Paul  Newman  once  remarked  that 
he  feared  his  career  would  come  to  an 
end  if  one  day  he  woke  up  and  found 
that  his  eyes  had  turned  brown.  One 
wonders  what  would  happen  if  Gillis 
cut  her  hair.  Would  she  come  up  with 
work  that  is  less  superficial,  but  still 
use  her  talents  as  an  athletic  mover 
and  a  comedic  actress?  ■

The  Out-of- 
Towners 

The  United  States  and  an  Irish  village 
make  outsiders  feel  unwelcome 
in  new  films

A  SNOB  and  a  slob  find 
love  in  Peter  Weir’s 
Green  Card ,  but  do 
they  find  it  in  time  to 
keep  him  from  being 

deported? 

This  romantic  comedy  begins  when 
Georges  (Gerard  Depardieu)  marries 
Bronte  (Andie  MacDowell)  to  obtain 
the  resident-alien  ID  card  that  allows 
him  to  remain  in  the  States.  “That’s  it. 
You  don ’  t  e ver  have  to  see  him  again,” 
the  mutual  friend  who  arranged  it  tells 
Bronte  after  the  wedding. 

The  bride  isn ’t  a  total  altruist.  She’s 
been  trying  to  get  into  a  Manhattan 
apartment  building  whose  owners  only 
rent  to  couples.  Seeing  the  attitudes 
of  the  committee  members  that  inter¬ 
view  Bronte,  you’ll  wonder  why  she 
wants  them  for  neighbors,  but  the 
apartment  itself  is  to  die  for.  It  includes 
a  greenhouse,  and  Bronte  is  a  horti¬ 
culturist 

She  doesn’t  have  to  produce  a 
husband,  only  a  marriage  certificate, 
so  she  gets  the  place.  Then  the  Immi¬ 
gration  and  Naturalization  Service 
(INS)  begins  “a  major  clampdown  on 
illegal  aliens  marrying  for  residence 
status.”  Georges  moves  in  for  a  week¬ 
end  to  prepare  for  the  immigration  in¬ 
quisition,  a  sort  of  Newlywed  Game 


with  higher  stakes.  “By  Monday 
evening  this  will  all  be  over,  and  you 
can  start  planning  the  divorce,”  law¬ 
yer  Robert  Prosky  tells  Bronte,  point¬ 
ing  out  that  she  has  already  commit¬ 
ted  a  crime  by  getting  married. 

Between  them,  Bronte  and  Georges 
work  up  several  sets  of  lies  —  for  her 
friends,  her  parents,  her  neighbors  and 
the  INS.  Never  mind  that  the  feds 
would  question  the  other  groups  and 
catch  the  discrepancies.  Romantic 
comedies  don’t  have  to  make  sense 
these  days — only  money.  The  success 
of  Pretty  Woman  and  Ghost  means 
we’re  in  for  a  resurgence  of  the  genre, 
and  Green  Card  won ’t  be  the  worst  of 
the  bunch. 

Love  comes  gradually  as  the  hus¬ 
band  and  wife  take  a  crash  course  in 
each  other.  A  temperamental  composer 
who  would  rather  work  as  a  waiter  than 
put  up  with  crap,  Georges  is  sometimes 
sweet  and  charming,  other  times  rude 
and  obnoxious.  Bronte  is  spoiled  and 
used  to  having  things  her  way.  She’s 
seriously  dating  Gregg  Edelman  but 
believes,  “Most  men  I  know  are  too 
boring  or  too  vulgar  to  spend  the  rest 
of  your  life  with.”  She  also  works  with 
the  Green  Guerrillas,  a  volunteer  group 
that  plants  trees  in  poor  neighbor¬ 
hoods.  Georges,  a  slum  child  himself, 
tells  her,  “Things  will  never  change 
down  there.” 

As  they  grow  closer,  so  does  the 
INS  deadline.  Will  they  be  able  to  fool 
the  feds,  and  will  they  realize  they  want 
to  start  taking  their  marriage  seriously? 
That’s  the  only  suspense  in  this  pleas¬ 
ant  but  predictable  yuppie  romance 
that  emphasizes  New  York’s 


multicultural  quality  but  focuses  on 
“acceptable”  ethnics  for  atmosphere. 
That  the  ending  isn’t  quite  as  pat  as 
you’d  expect  is  one  of  the  few  feath¬ 
ers  in  the  cap  of  writer/director/pro¬ 
ducer  Peter  Weir,  who  generally  does 
better  work  in  more  serious  films. 

MacDowell  makes  her  character 
sporadically  likable,  and  Depardieu  is 
more  persuasive  as  a  light  comedian 
than  a  sex  symbol.  When  he  bares  his 
barrel  chest,  it  looks  like  everything 
has  fallen  to  the  bottom  of  the  barrel. 

Hans  Zimmer  is  credited  with  the 
score,  but  most  of  the  music  is  a  trendy 
combination  of  New  Age  and  world 
beat  recordings.  Green  Card  itself  is  no 
world  beater. 

I’VE  LEARNED  most  of  what  I 
“know”  from  movies  I’ve  seen. 
Therefore,  when  I  think  of  Ireland, 

I  envision  a  beautiful  green  country 
inhabited  by  drunken  brawlers  and 
brawling  drunkards,  stubborn  men, 
and  women  who  are  strong  but  sub¬ 
missive  to  their  husbands  until  they’re 
pushed  too  far.  In  recent  years,  gang¬ 
sters  and  bomb-throwing  activists 
have  been  added  to  the  mix. 

The  Field,  set  in  the  1930s,  rein¬ 
forces  these  stereotypes.  The  woman 
who  sets  the  plot  in  motion  is  a  widow 
(Francis  Tomelty)  who  hasn’t  had  a 
husband  for  10  years.  She’s  finally 
driven  to  leave  town  and  agrees  to  sell 
a  field  that’s  been  farmed  by  Bull 
McCabe  (Richard  Harris)  since  he  was 
aboy.  He’s  raised  his  son  Tadgh  (Sean 
Bean)  to  continue  his  work. 

Fertilizing  it  with  seaweed,  three 
generations  of  McCabes  have  turned 
the  field  from  a  rocky  patch  to  the 
greenest  spot  for  miles  around,  but  the 
widow  gives  Bull  no  preference, 
merely  announcing  the  land  will  be 
sold  to  the  highest  bidder  at  open 
auction. 

A  heavily  white-bearded  Harris  is 
three  parts  King  Lear  to  one  part  Don 
Quixote  in  the  role  of  McCabe,  a  tough 
man  who  remembers  when  “me  and 
my  kind”  drove  the  English  out  of  the 
country.  He  remains  suspicious  of 
“outsiders,”  the  only  ones  likely  to  bid 
against  him  for  the  field. 

Sure  enough,  enter  “The  Ameri¬ 
can”  (Tom  Berenger).  “He’s  lookin’ 
for  his  roots,”  village  idiot  John  Hurt 
(the  Fool  to  Harris’  Lear)  notes.  The 
wealthy  American,  who  intends  to 
pave  over  the  field  (were  we  talking 
about  stereotypes?),  outbids  McCabe 
at  the  initial  auction,  which  is  halted 
when  the  widow  announces  a  “reserve 
price”  of  100  pounds,  twice  what 
McCabe  was  prepared  to  pay.  The  lo¬ 
cal  priest,  a  relative  newcomer  in  town, 
sides  with  the  American. 

In  adapting  The  Field  from  a  play 
by  John  B.  Keane,  director  Jim 
Sheridan  (My  Left  Foot)  has  done  a 
beautiful  job  of  opening  it  up  visually; 
but  whenever  people  stand  still  and 
talk,  it  becomes  a  stage  play  again.  A 
very  well  acted  one,  to  be  sure,  but 
not  one  well-translated  to  the  screen. 

The  question  of  the  field,  the  basic 
conflict  up  to  that  point,  is  determined 
at  the  end  of  the  “second  act,”  leaving 
a  long  40  minutes  for  Fate  to  resolve 
other  matters.  The  actual  climax  is 
woven  together  from  plot  threads  in¬ 
troduced  earlier,  including  Bull’s  re¬ 
lationship  with  his  wife  (Brenda 
Flicker),  who  hasn’t  spoken  to  him  in 
18  years,  and  Tadgh ’s  courtship  of  a 
tinker’s  daughter  (Jenny  Conroy). 

The  Field  is  an  effective  tragedy 
that  a  number  of  skilled  people  haven’t 
quite  been  able  to  turn  into  a  film,  but 
their  attempt  is  still  worth  a  look.  ■ 
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Elvin  Jones:  ‘Every  day  there’s  something  that’s  inspiring.’ 


Elvin  Evolves 

Drummer  Elvin  Jones  is  still  making 
music  25  years  after  leaving  the 
John  Coltrane  Quartet

HE  HAS  spent  more 
than  40  years  as  a 
professional  drum¬ 
mer,  playing  along¬ 
side  such  giants  as 
Charles  Mingus,  Gil  Evans  and  Duke 
Ellington.  He  has  tutored  scores  of 
younger  musicians  —  including 
Sonny  Fortune,  Dave  Liebman,  Azar 
Lawrence,  Ryo  Kawasaki  and  Wallace 
Roney — in  the  fundamentals  and  ad¬ 
vanced  techniques  of  modem  jazz. 
And,  at  63,  he  still  spends  much  of 
every  year  on  the  road,  taking  his  Jazz 
Machine  around  the  U.S.,  Europe  and 
Japan. 

But  Elvin  Jones  will  probably  al¬ 
ways  be  best-known  for  a  relatively 
short  period  in  his  career,  from  1960 
to  1966 — the  slightly  more  than  five 
years  he  spent  as  the  drummer  in  the 
John  Coltrane  Quartet  With  Coltrane 
leading  the  way  toward  uncharted 
heights  on  tenor  and  soprano  saxo¬ 
phone,  McCoy  Tyner  swirling  the  pi¬ 
ano  keys  into  cyclones  of  harmony, 
and  either  Reggie  Workman  or  Jimmy 
Garrison  resonating  deeply  on  bass, 
Jones  redefined  the  parameters  of  jazz 
drumming.  His  revolutionary  style, 
which  created  an  almost  circular 
sound,  became  indelibly  identified 
with  the  freer  playing  of  the  1960s, 
just  as  the  innovations  of  Kenny  Clarke 
and  Max  Roach  are  forever  linked  to 
the  bebop  of  the  1940s  and  ’50s. 

Speaking  by  telephone  from  his 
New  York  home  two  weeks  ago, 
shortly  before  embarking  on  a  seven- 
month  stretch  of  touring  (bringing  him 


to  Kimball’s  East  this  week),  Jones 
volunteered  a  capsule  summation  of 
his  tenure  with  Coltrane:  “That,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  was  the  supreme  moment  for 
me.  It  was  almost  as  if  it  was  mental 
telepathy;  there  was  very  little  con¬ 
versation.  He  never  said,  ‘Okay,  now 
we’re  going  to  play  “My  Favorite 
Things.”  ’  He  just  began  to  play,  and 
we  would  all  start  to  play  with  him, 
and  the  music  would  come  out  that 
way.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  often  didn’t 
know  the  name  of  a  composition  until 
I  saw  it  on  the  record,  a  year  after  it 
was  recorded.” 

It'is  frequently  the  fate  of  great  art¬ 
ists  to  constandy  have  their  work  com¬ 
pared  to  its  earliest  peaks.  In  the  25  years 
since  leaving  Coltrane,  J ones  has  made 
his  own  records  (his  latest  include 
Power  Trio ,  with  pianist  John  Hicks  and 
bassist  Cecil  McBee,  due  out  in  March 
from  RCA,  and  a  project  with  Pharoah 
Sanders,  bassist  Chamett  Moffett,  and 
guitarist  Sonny  Sharrock).  He’s  also 
freelanced  on  countless  sessions  and  led 
his  own  groups.  His  current  quintet 
features  the  hot  young  trumpeter 
Wallace  Roney,  saxophonist  Sonny 
Fortune,  pianist  Willie  Pickens,  and 
bassist  Chip  Jackson.  (Jones  promises 
a  surprise  guest  artist  on  reeds,  as  well, 
for  the  Kimball’s  East  engagement.) 
And,  in  conversation,  Jones  made  the 
historical  linkage  himself.  “I’m  not 
saying  what  we’re  doing  now  is  any¬ 
where  in  that  range,”  he  says,  referring 
to  the  timeless  quality  of  such  Coltrane 
works  as  A  Love  Supreme  or  Impres¬ 
sions,  “but  certainly  the  emotional 
feeling  is  there,  the  spiritual  feeling  is 
there,  and  there  are  moments  when  I 


feel  very,  very  happy.  I  thank  God  that 
I’m  still  alive  and  I’m  still  able  to  do 
this.” 

The  youngest  of  a  musical  family 
from  Pontiac,  Michigan,  Jones  cred¬ 
its  the  importance  of  his  elders  ’influ¬ 
ences.  “Of  course,”  he  says,  “I  had 
the  good  fortune  to  play  with  people 
like  Charlie  Mingus,  my  brothers, 
[pianist]  Hank  and  [trumpeter]  Thad, 
Billy  Mitchell,  Warded  Gray,  Bud 
Powell,  Harry  Edison,  Tyree  Glenn, 
guys  like  that,  and  eventually  John 
Coltrane  and  Duke  Ellington....  I  al¬ 
ways  felt  that  I  would  never  hesitate 
to  help  another  young  fellow  who  was 
serious  about  trying  to  learn.  I  always 
try  to  encourage  younger  talented 
musicians  to  come  and  play  and  ex¬ 
press  themselves,  and  to  give  them  a 
chance  to  get  some  experience,  at  least 
as  much  as  I  could  afford  to  do.  Most 
of  the  time  it’s  been  very  rewarding 
—  for  me,  for  the  music,  and  for  the 
young  man  who’s  flexing  his  muscles, 
so  to  speak.” 

Jones  has  something  glowing  to  say 
about  every  member  of  his  current 
quintet,  but  he  is  especially  effusive 
about  Willie  Pickens,  who  recently 
retired  from  the  Chicago  school  sys¬ 
tem  to  finally  take  his  piano-playing 
to  the  public.  “He’s  one  of  the  finest 
pianists  I’ve  ever  heard,”  Jones  says, 
“and  that’s  a  broad  statement  because 
I’ve  heard  a  lot  of  pianists.  I  think  he’s 
in  the  Art  Tatum  class.” 

Given  the  material  rewards  cur¬ 
rently  being  heaped  on  a  lot  of  preco¬ 
cious  jazz  hotshots,  Jones  finds  it  un¬ 
derstandable  that  some  will  seek 
stardom  now  rather  than  taking  the 
time  to  establish  a  solid  artistic  foun¬ 
dation.  “A  lot  of  young  musicians  want 
instant  success  and  instant  gratifica¬ 
tion,”  he  acknowledges.  “They’re  not 
willing  to  put  up  with  the  discipline 
that’s  necessary  to  develop.  But  when 
they  are,  it’s  a  marvelous  experience 
for  everyone  involved.  To  see  some¬ 
body  bloom  into  virtuosity,  or  at  least 
artistry,  is  a  very  rewarding  experience. 
I’m  sure  Duke  Ellington  felt  like  that, 
and  Count  Basie,  or  Buddy  Rich;  they 
always  had  a  band  full  of  youngsters.” 

Jones  is  one  veteran  who  expresses 
no  resentment  about  the  attention 
given  by  record  companies  and 
mainstream  media  to  the  new  genera¬ 
tion  of  jazz  players.  Unsolicited,  he 
brings  up  the  most  prominent  name  in 
contemporary  jazz:  “I  think  Wynton 
Marsalis  is  one  of  the  great  sources  of 
inspiration  to  a  great  many  young  men 
because  of  his  tremendous  dedication . 
He  has  an  awesome  sort  of  intellect 
and  understanding  of  the  whole  spec¬ 
trum  of  music,  from  Bach  to  boogie, 
as  it  were.  And  he  has  tremendous 
compassion  and  all  these  great  quali¬ 
ties  that  one  admires  in  any  of  the  great 
musical  leaders,  or  spiritual  leaders, 
or  even  political  leaders,  for  that  mat¬ 
ter,  not  that  there  are  as  many  of  them." 

As  for  himself,  he  says  he  doesn’t 
search  for  new  influences  for  his  musi¬ 
cal  direction.  “The  old  sources  still  do 
me,”  he  laughs.  “I  don’t  think  there  are 
any  new  sources  of  inspiration.  It  all 
comes  from  the  same  source,  and  it’s 
simply  transferred  from  one  person  or 
from  one  situation  to  another.  Every  day 
there’s  something  that’s  inspiring, 
somebody  will  do  something  that  will 
make  a  warm  spot  in  everybody’s  heart, 
and  it  encourages  you  to  do  more.”  ■

Sarah  Elizabeth  Campbell, 

A  Little  Tenderness 

(Kaleidoscope) 

In  1988,  thanks  to  the  gorgeous 
harmonies  of  the  bicoastal,  “alkstar” 
country-bluegrass  band  Blue  Rose,  a 
touching  song  about  two  aging 
homeless  women  became  a  Bay  Area 
folkie  favorite.  On  her  Kaleidoscope 
debut,  Sarah  Elizabeth  Campbell 
reveals  that  the  songwriting  talent 
behind  “Geraldine  &  Ruthie  Mae”  runs 
deep.  If  Campbell  tends  to  write  more 
about  the  vagaries  of  romance  than  the 
social  conditions  that  gave  rise  to  her 
best-known  song,  and  favors  ballads 
over  all  other  forms,  she  does  so  in  a 
convincingly  personal  manner  that 
avoids  the  mainstream  cliches  of 
Nashville  and  L.A. 

Joined  by  many  of  the  finest  instru¬ 
mentalists  of  the  Bay  Area’s  acoustic 
music  scene  —  including  mandolinist 
John  Reischman,  Dobro  and  lap  steel 
guitarist  Sally  Van  Meter,  bassist  Sam 
Page,  pianist  Barbara  Higbie,  and 
others  —  Campbell  sets  her  gemlike 
tunes  into  carefully  crafted  country-folk 
settings:  the  strong  and  sensitive  hand 
of  acoustic  guitarist  Nina  Gerber 
(longtime  accompanist  for  the  late  Kate 
Wolf)  is  evident  throughout.  The  utter 
absence  of  pretense  in  Campbell's 
songcraft  and  singing  is  especially 
engaging.  Her  voice  is  warm  and  earthy, 
with  a  slightly  weathered  rasp,  and  her 
perspective  is  neither  tainted  by 
cynicism  nor  sugar-coated  with  folkie 
optimism.  If  your  tastes  run  to  either  the 
new  crops  of  folk  singer-songwriters  or 
the  ascendent  closer-to-home  country 
voices  out  of  Nashville,  try  a  little  of 
Sarah  Campbell's  seasoned  tender¬ 
ness.

Madeline  Eastman,  Point  of 
Departure  (Mad  Kat  Records) 

The  best  thing  about  waiting  so  long  for 
Bay  Area  vocalist  Madeline  Eastman  to 
cut  her  first  album  under  her  own  name 
is  that,  when  the  collection  of  11  songs 
finally  arrives,  it  is  a  fully  realized 
statement  by  a  mature  and  stylish 
artist.  Unless  their  names  are  Carmen, 
Betty  or  Mel  (let’s  leave  Harry  out),  jazz 
singers  have  been  getting  short  shrift  in 
the  acoustic  mainstream  revival  of  the 
'80s  and  '90s.  So  Eastman  paid  her 
bills  the  past  few  years  by  working  a  day 
gig  as  the  publicist  for  Yoshi's  Nitespot 
in  Oakland.  This  album,  however, 
should  heighten  the  demand  for  her  live 
performances.  With  the  sterling 


accompaniment  of  pianist  Mike 
Wofford,  bassist  Rufus  Reid,  drummer 
Vince  Lateano,  and  the  brilliant 
trumpeter  Tom  Harrell  (known  for  his 
tenure  in  the  Phil  Woods  Quintet),  in 
arrangements  by  pianist  Paul  Potyen, 
Eastman  delivers  delightful  samplings 
of  hard-edged  bebop  (Joe  Henderson’s 
‘Inner  Urge”),  lilting  Brazilian  tunes  by 
Ivan  Lins,  heartbreaking  ballads  (“No 
More”),  swinging  standards  (“I  Only 
Have  Eyes  For  You”),  and  the  ethereal 
theme  from  Baghdad  Cafe,  “Calling 
You."  Blessed  with  a  gorgeous  natural 
tone,  Eastman  is  equally  at  ease  at  all 
the  various  tempos.  Citing  a  specialty  is 
impossible  —  her  uptempo  phrasing  is 
impeccable,  her  melodic  choices 
against  complex  harmonies  are 
intelligent,  and  her  slow  balladry  is 
warm  and  sincere.  While  nodding  to 
Sheila  Jordan’s  classic  reading  of  “You 
Are  My  Sunshine,”  Eastman  succeeds 
in  making  it  her  own,  completely. 
Blessed  with  a  powerful  instrument, 
with  a  fine  hornlike  timbre,  Eastman 
never  overpowers  a  song,  but  captures 
the  right  mood  for  every  tune.  What 
makes  Point  of  Departure  especially 
strong  is  the  tight  communication  within 
the  quintet.  The  players  all  exert  their 
musical  personalities  —  especially 
Harrell  in  his  fleet,  silvery  trumpet  and 
flugelhom  solos  —  but  hang  together 
like  a  stylish  wardrobe  worn  by  the  star 
with  a  true  sense  of  elegance.

Buffalo  Tom,  Bird  brain 

(Beggars  Banquet) 

This  Boston-based  trio  starts  where 
Dinosaur  Jr.  leaves  off.  In  fact,  Birdbrain 
is  produced  by  that  band’s  luminous 
guitar  hero,  J.  Mascis,  but  thanks  to  the 
songwriting  ability  of  “Buffalo”  Tom 
Maginnis,  it’s  a  superior,  cleaner  and 
more  tuneful  record  —  yet  it’s  just  as 
noisy  as  any  of  Mascis’  work. 

Songs  such  as  “Birdbrain,"  ‘Skeleton 
Key,"  and  “Fortune  Teller’  have  what  a 
lot  of  today's  noise-bands  lack:  naked 
emotional  passion  unleavened  by 
qualifiers  like  surrealism,  irony  and  wit. 
Despite  being  a  power  trio,  Buffalo  Tom 
is  extremely  guitar-heavy;  it's  especially 
recommended  for  fans  of  Eleventh 
Dream  Day,  the  Lemonheads,  and  the 
Died  Pretty.  The  CD  comes  with  two 
great  acoustic  bonus  tracks,  ‘Reason 
Why"  and  the  Psychedelic  Furs  song 
“Heaven”  — which,  I  recall,  was  a  song 
that  was  always  hugely  popular  in 
Boston.

I  went  to  the  Paradise 
Lounge  last  Wednesday  to  see 
Swell,  and  was  disappointed  to 
find  they’d  cancelled;  so, 
though  I’d  planned  on  skipping 
the  other  band  on  the  bill,  the 
Smokin’  Rhythm  Prawns,  I 
figured  I’d  stay  a  bit. 

The  Prawns  have  been 
lumped  into  the  so-called  “funk/ 
thrash”genre  thatthiscity  seems 
overburdened  with  lately,  but 
judging  from  the  six  songs  I 
saw,  they’re  more  like  thrash- 
rock  with  some  goofy  side- 
effects  (the  funk  idea  probably 
comes  because  the  trio  puts  its 
heavy  bass  lines  right  up  front; 
or  is  it  the  goofiness?).  While 
most  of  the  songs  lacked 
character,  I  discovered  I  really 
like  their  song  “Big  Shrimp” 
(which,  judging  from  the  fact 
they’ve  made  a  video  of  it,  I 
take  to  be  their  “hit”).  It’s  no 
hall  o’  fame  contender,  but  it  is 
loaded  with  energy,  and  it’s  got 
an  extremely  simple  but 
fast’n’catchy  melody  line  that  I 
can’t  get  out  of  my  head.  (The 
video  for  it  is  kinda  fun,  too, 
though  I  don’t  know  where  you 
could  see  it.  Now  how  about 
that  for  an  idea — a  club  or  cafe 
that  shows  locally  made  music 
videos?) ThePrawns  ended  their 
set  with  a  run-through  of  Blue 
Oyster  Cult’s  epic  “Godzilla” 

Which  brings  up  another 
point:  BOC,  that  icon  of 
Seventies  hard  (pre-metal)  rock, 
is  still  kicking  after  21  years 
(probably  with  a  highly 
reconfigured  lineup),  and  hits 
the  Omni  in  Oakland  on  Feb. 
10.  Though  this  strikes  me. as  a 
hefty  step  down  from  their 
former  arena  status  I  once 
saw  them  share  headline  duties 
with  Ritchie  Blackmore’s 
Rainbow  at  Veteran’s  Memorial 
Auditorium  in  Columbus,  Ohio; 
after  that  they  coheadlined  with 
Black  Sabbath  on  the  infamous 
"Black  and  Blue"  tour  (I  always 
fell  the  only  reason  this  tour  got 
so  much  press  was  because  the 
name  was  so  catchy)  —  it’s  still 
not  as  sad  a  sign  of  a  mega-rock 
act’s  fall  down  the  backside  of 
fame  as  the  once-coliseum- 
sized  Foghat’s  recent  gig  at  the 
Boathouse.  Then  again,  I  always 
thought  Blue  Oyster  Cult 
sucked  ever  since  Some 
Enchanted  Evening  —  so, 
nostalgia  aside,  who  cares? 
(Trivia:  Patti  Smith  was  once

In 
addition  to  Tutu’s  Love,  Compas¬ 
sion,  Freedom,  you  can  also  ponder 
words  of  wisdom  from  Catholic  the¬ 
ologian  Hans  Kung  and  Channel  7’s 
Dr.  Dean  Edell.

Hamlet 

Franco  Zeffirelli  makes  movies  for 
our  time,  not  Shakespeare's.  Like  it 
or  not  —  and  I  do,  basically  —  this 
will  stand  as  the  Hamlet  for  the  pre¬ 
sent  generation.  They  could  do  a  lot 
worse.  Mel  Gibson  in  the  title  role 
lacks  fault  more  than  he  possesses 
special  virtue.  The  same  is  true  of 
Glenn  Close,  of  whom  more  was 
expected,  as  Gertrude.  Her  some¬ 
times  sexy  ways  and  generally  girl¬ 
ish  demeanor  keep  us  mindful  that 
Close  is  far  too  young  to  play 
Gibson’s  mother.  I  much  preferred 
Kevin  Kline  and  Dana  Ivey  in  the 
recently  televised  Joseph  Papp  pro¬ 
duction.  The  performances  to  watch 
here  are  Alan  Bates'  subtle 
Claudius,  Paul  Scofield's  magnifi¬ 
cent  Ghost,  and  Helena  Bonham- 
Carter’s  remarkable  Ophelia  (her 
mad  scenes  out-mad  Mad  Mel’s). 
Visually  it's  gorgeous,  opened  up 
nicely  without  losing  intimacy  like 
the  current  Cyrano.  With  the  text  cut 
by  about  half,  it’s  still  wordy  for  a 
film,  but  the  words  are 
Shakespeare's  and  they're  well 
read.
